LINCOLN, Neb., July 18.—It was hear 
the middle of the forenoon today when 
W. J. Bryan, the democratic nominee, 
arose from his bed. 
He rested well 
last night. It was the most comfort- 
able sleep he had since he was selected 
to lead the fight.for free silver and the 
democratic party. A large number of 
friends and neighbors called during the 
day. Mr. Bryan intended to go over to 
Omaha 
today, 
but 
the 
drizzling 
rain, which began last night, continued 
today and he will not go till Monday 
or Tuesday. 
It is his intention to 
remain here until the first week in 
August when he will go to New York 
to be officially notified that he has been 
nominated. 
Meantime he will work 
upon his letter of acceptance. 
After 
the notification Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
will go with Mr. and Mrs. Sewall and 
spend a week with them at the Sewall 
summer home in Maine. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., July 18.—Among the 
arrivals this morning was Governor 
Stone, of Missouri. He came, he said, 
in response to a telegram from some of 
the populiste who are in favor of the 
nomination'^or endorsement of Bryan 
and is to do missionary work among 
the "middle" contingent. The latter 
are to hold a mass meeting at the Lin- 
dell hotel Sunday to start the move- 
ment against Bryan, and Governor 
Stone and other friends of the demo- 
cratic candidate will try to neutralize 
thé effeote of the opposition. 


The executive committee of 
the 
populist party are to meet this after- 
noon, a quorum of the members having 
arrived. 
They are 
Taubeneck, 
of 
Illinois, Turner, of Washington. "Cy- 
clone" Davis, of Texas, Strickler, of 
Nebraska. Washburn, of Massachusetts, 
and Gaither, of Alabama. The absen- 
tees, Donnelly, of Minnesota, McFallin, 
of New York, and Rankin, of Indiana, 
are expected tonight. The business to 
come before them is the distribution of 
tickete and arrangemento of the con- 
vention. 
It 
is probable they will 
recommend temporary officers to the 
national committee. The "middle of 
the road" men want the temporary 
chairman, 
but 
they 
are 
divided 
on 
the 
man. 
One 
set favors 
Cyclone" Davis and the other Senator 
Bi:^er, of North Carolina. The result 
will be that the national committee 
will take up the question irrespective 
of a recommendation and appoint a 
man of their own selection. The ar- 
rivals of populists thus far are fcjw. 
Some came irom Mississippi this morn* 
ing, and they say they are opposed to 
Bryan. Telegrams were received from 
the Khode Island, Connecticut, Michi- 
gan and Texas delegations, who an- 
nounced they would take a position in 
the "middle of the road": column, in 
other words would favor a straight 
ticket and a purely populist declaration 
of principles. 


Chairman Taubeneck has returned 
from Chicago and his coining was the 
signfJ for renewed activity on the part 
of the populists, who hope to prevent 
an endorsement of Bryan and the Chi- 
cago platform. His visit to Chicago 
was partly due to his fear that the 
Illinois delegation would leave him in 
the lurch, and was apparently not 
productive of resuite. This morning 
he was in secret conference with the 
anti-Bryan leaders and the national 
headquarters were practically deserted. 


There are so many other populiste in 
Illinois who are believed to hold the 
same opinion that Mr. Taiibeneck is 
disturbed. To have one's own delega- 
tion go against him would be very 
distasteful. In the discussions of the 
anti-Bryan men this morning no defi- 
nite plan of action was agreed upon, 
but they seemed determined to make 
a straight out fight for a separate ticket 
and platform. At the Oklahoma Bryan 
headquarters there is much jubilation 
over the indications of the growing 
strength of the movement to endorse 
Bryan and Sewall. 


NBBBI.8KA POPULIBTS. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 18.—The official 
train of Nebraska populists, carrying 
the fifty seven delegates from Nebraska 
to St. Louis, will leave Lincoln at 10:20 
tomorrow. It is expected that 500 
populiste in different parts of the state 
will leave Nebraska, but all will not 
likely go to St. Louis on this train. 
Headquarters of the Nebraska delega- 
tion will be at the Lindeli hotel in St. 
Louis, hut rooms and other accommo- 
dations have been secured at the St. 
James. A meeting of the Nebraska 
delegation has been called for 10 o'clock 
Monday in St. Louis to arrange plans 
for the endorsement of Bryan by the 
convention.

CHICAGO, July 
18 —Charles Milville 
has been arrested for storing a large 
quantity of dynamite under the Blue 
Island viaduct.

bought the explosive for use on his ten 
acre farm near Little Falls, N. Y., in 
blowing out stumps, but Watchman 
Fanning, whose shanty is near the via- 
duct, says Melville had confided to him 
that the dynamite was to haye been 
used in blowing up the house of a man 
named Jacob Brown, living near Little 
Falls, who is supposed to be possessed 
of about $35,000, secure the money and 
flee. The police are investigating the 
affair. 


RACING LAFF. 


The Roby People Get a Black 
Eye. 


Tlie State Supreme 
Court 
Decides 
Against Them In the Appeal Case 
From I.ake County. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 
18.—The 
state 
Supreme court yesterday afternoon up- 
held the Koby racing law of 1895 and 
struck a severe blow at racing in that 
Indiana suburb of Chicago. 


The case came up on appeal from the 
decision of the Lake county circuit 
court, which refused to grant an in- 
junction to prevent racing a^ the Shef- 
field, Forsythe and Eoby tracks, so 
long as the law which provides that 
racing shall not be held more than fif- 
teen consecutive days 
at any one 
track, was not violated. The supreme 
court holds that the three tracks are 
oi?ned by one corporation and that the 
Sheffield and Forsythe tracks were con- 
structed for the purpose ot evading the 
law by racing fifteen days on each, 
thus making the attractions continu- 
ous.

SCOURGED BY PICNIC CROWDS. 
Indiana Authorities to Suppress tbe 


Flood of Rowdyism. 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
July 
18—Grievous 
complaints have been received from 
northern Indiana counties of the disor- 
derly character of picnic excursions 
which pour into the state every Sun- 
day from Chicago, and the sherifiE of 
Starke county has notified the governor 
that on Sund&y a crowd of several 
thousand Bohemians proposed holding 
a picnic at North Judson and violence 
is feared, inasmuch as the liquor law 
would be violated. 
He asked for 
structions and the governor wired him 
to gather a sufficient posse to preserve 
the peace and enforce the law. 
The 
governor also ordered the militia com- 
pany at Enoz, the county seat of 
Starke, to hold itself in readiness to 
assist the sheriff should its services be 
required. 
The governor 
says, that 
while he may be establishing a prece- 
dent, he believes it is the proper thing 
to do. 
Complaiot has also been re 
ceived irom several counties in south- 
ern Indiana of similar ofiPenses against 
the laws by excursions from Cincinnati 
and Louisville, and the sheriffs of those 
counties will be similarly instructed in 
case the emergency arises. 


BEN F. 
SHIVELY. 


Candidate ;tor Governor of Indiana 
Begins tbe OampalKn. 


ANDERSON, Ind., July 18—Benjamin 
F. Shively, democratic candidate for 
governor, and Samuel A. Balston, the 
candidate for secretary of state, opened 
the campaign in eastern Indiana last 
night with a creditable showing in this 
city. The event was in the nature of 
a ratification meeting and anvils and 
bands were accessories. The speakers 
were well received and their allusions 
to Bryan and silver brought forth great 
applause. 


Indiana I^etter Carrier Arrested. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., July 
18—Philip 
Bloom, a letter carrier on the Lafayette 
force, was arrested on an affidavit 
charging embezzlement of a Monon 
mileage book. Mileage books addressed 
to a broker here have been missing 
for several weeks. Inspector Leather- 
man sent a decoy, which Bloom is 
alleged to have taken. When accused 
he denied all knowledge of the book, 
but being pressed 
went 
with the 
deputy postmaster to David Bosenz- 
weig's cut rate store and procured the 
book. Eosenzweig was held in $1,000 
bonds, which he gave, and Bloom in 
$1.500 for examination Monday. 


LITTLE 
BOCK, Ark., July 18—The 
town of Malvern, Ark., at the junction 
of the Hot Springs railway, was almost 
entirely wiped out by fire at an early 
hour this morning. 
Malvern was a 
little city of about 6,000 inhabitants, 
the business portion of the place being 
clustered around the railroad station. 
All this section was destroyed, only 
three business houses remaining. 
The 
total loss is variously estimated at from 
$200.000 to $400,000, only a small por- 
tion of which is covered by insurance. 


The burned buildings included the 
railroad depot, two hotels, the bank, 
and all the principal businees.houses. 
Tbe fire is, without doubt, the result of 
a plot to destroy the town. The blaze 
broke out about midnight in three 
different places, and as there was no 
apparatus the fire burned itself out. 
Four men are [under arrest, charged 
with starting the fire, and the people 
of the town are in such a state of ex- 
citement 
that 
there is a strong 
probability that the incendiaries will be 
summarily dealt with. 


VANDERBILT BETTER.

NEW YORK, July 18.—Cornelius Van- 
derbilt passed a comfortable night and 
was somewhat improved in condition 
this morning. 
His physicians arrived 
at the house shortly after 9 o'clock 
today and after consultation issued the 
following bulletin: 


"9:30 a. m —Mr. Vanderbilt passed 
an entirely satisfactory night and is 
doing well this morning." 


D. Gwynne, a brother-in-law of the 
patient, was questioned regarding the 
condition of Mr. yanderbilt. 
He said 
he was much improved this morning. 
He further stated that Mr. Vanderbilt 
was able this morning to move his 
right foot and had asked for something 
to eat. Mr. Gwynne added that Mr. 
Vanderbilt's condition was such that 
some of the members of the family 
conteinplated returning to their sum- 
mer homes on Monday, if no change for 
the worse sets in.

ENTERPRISING. 
Western Union Spends $6,000 a Day for 
Bulletins. 


CHICAGO, July 
18—The 
Western 
Union Telegraph company has arranged 
to send a free bulletin service over the 
country from the populist and bimetal- 
lic conventions, which meet in St. 
Louis next week, just as it did from 
the late republican and democratic 
conventions. It has been learned that 
service of this kind costs the company 
for operating and delivery expenses be- 
tween 15,000 and $6,000 per day, not to 
mention the extensive wire facilities 
required to perform it. The St. Louis 
and Chicago bulletins were sent to 
some fifteen thousand offices and were 
given to the press and public free of 
cost. 
The Chicago bulletins of the 
democratic convention distributed over 
the various circuits from its New York 
office alone, after they were received 
there, amounted in the aggregate to 
more than 193.000 or about two and a 
half million words.

jects sent to us at different times dur 
ing the last several days and not 
answered because in an ./editorial, ap 
bearingin T H E SSNTINEL on the 26 th day 
of June, the day after Mr. Fairbank's 
speech in this city, we had given the 
identical information asked for above, 
and had written at some oonsideral^le 
length on the subject. 
If our in- 
quirers will turn to that issue they will 
find the information requested put in a 
better manner, perhaps, and given in a 
laore extended form than it is today. 


In answer, however, to the above 
questions we will say briefly that under 
the : principles 
of 
the

national platform providing for the 
free coinage of silver there would be 
37U grains of pure silver in a silver 
dollar and 23 2 of pure gold in a gold 
dollar. 


Although the silver dollar is worth 
in the commercial business of the coun- 
try just as much as thé gold dollaç, and 
pKsaes as such in all avehues of trade, 
the bullion value of the silver in the 
silver dollar is now only worth about 
fifty-three cents.

United States, since 1873, has been 
legislating against silver, shutting it

I was 
conscious all of the time until 1 stopped rolling 
and settled into that hole. Aftey that 1 know 
nothing mora, until people froi^ town were 
about me. It must have been ten minutes at 
least that I lay in the hole until discovered. 

From 
head to foot I was covered with mud. My 
hair was plastered down with it.

I asked of men whom I had met 
daily for years. They could identify me only 
by my voice.

Some Timely Hints on Roughing 
It In the Woods. 


A FEW TEIOKS OF WOODOEAFT. 


How to Bnlld a Woodman'« Itai«e That 
i Will Cook as Well as a Kitchen Stove. 
I The Campflre, Kefrlfirerator and Other 
Aceefloorles of a Good Camp.

"Oh, yes, we're going to start for the 
vroods in a couple of weeks.'' 


"You'll make the camp in the same 
old place, eh ?" 


"Certainly. It's the finest spot in the 
neigliborbocd." 


How I envied that fellow! 
He was 
going to live for three or four weeks in 
a tent pitched near the shore of one' of 
the prettiest little lakes in New Hamp- 
shire. 
He was going to enjoy fine fish- 
ing, good boating and all the wild de- 
lights of roughing it. -He was going to 
smoke his evening pipe in congenial 
oom]pany, seated around a blazing camp-

firei and be lulled to sleep at night by 
the soft soughing of the Nviad through 
tho branches of tie i?ig pines back of 
tho tent. He waá bbtmd to have a royal 
good time of it, I was sure, because he 
knew exactly how to do it. 


A few days ago I met another friend, 
and he enthusiastioally told me that he, 
too, was going to camp out for a week 
or twoj .fmd actually I almost pitied 
him. 
Why? Because he had never had 
any experience in the woods before, and 
he was going with a party of men who 
were equally ignoitóit. I had been in 
the same boat once, and I confess that, 
much as I enjoyé my later camping 
trips, the memory of thát first experi- 
ence is not altogether a pleasant one. 
Tlié ch^pi of novelty, which iff-gener- 
all^ su&ient " to cover many discom- 
iorts,.;wi® .«Ot^^^ 
enough to make me 
wholly foi^t the price we paid for our 
inexperience and the resulting mistake. 


No, the novice; át camping does not 
generally havo a gbod time on his first 
outing unless he has as a comrade a 
camper of expefóence. If he doesn't, he 
must find out ailotof things for himself. 
Woodcraft cannot bo learned from books, 
«ad how to camp OomfOrtably is an ac- 
complishilient thafccan only be aoquirc i 
t i ^ ^ who'have the instinct of the 
wcdd^lciter. 


This ileed not discourage any amateur 
camper. 
If 
I 
thought 
it would, I 
shouldn't say a ^ r d about it. But the 
man or boy whb really'loves the woods 
is not one to be easily discouraged. Be- 
sides, these remarks apply tO the genu- 
ine camiier, for there are camps and 
camps. 
Some people think they are 
camping out when they sleep in a care- 
fully built log cabin furnished with 
bearskin rugs, 
Mexican 
hammocks, 
jrockihg chairs, gas, hot water and the 
Hke. 
Many of the big mountain hotels 
have this sort of cabins located on ad- 
jacent lawns, and they are rented at 
fancy prices to people who get their 
meals in the hotel dining room and im- 
agine they are camping out. 


But the real camper is he who leaves 
railroads and civilization far behind 
and has his ontñt carted or boated to 
some remote spot where there is not a 
house in sight and where the wilderness 
is undisturbed. 
Then he may rough it 
in the fulP sense of the term- 
Let him 
get "ten miles from a lemon," and he 
will be at a safe distance. 


The selection 9f the outfit is where 
he will first be called upon to show 
what he has learned 
by experience. 
First comes the tent. 
A wall or mili- 
tary tent is lundoubtedly the roomiest, 
but some campers prefer a wedge or A 
tent because it is of simpler construc- 
tion and easier put up, but this is a 
matter of taste. 
In either case take a 
tent cover. This may be made of cheap 
cotton duck, but of course light canvas 
is better. 
The cover serves as an extra 
roof to your canvas home and not only 
makes it rainproof, but gives you a cool 
tent if the weather is warm. The cover 


or pilot bread and coffee can ov renen 
upon to furnish many a meal on days 
when the fish vrill ust bite well or game 
will be scartic. 


Take at least one box, not too large, 
though. You will need this for yoxir re- 
frigerator. Oh, yes, a refrigerator is not 
an impossibility in the woods. It is eas- 
ily made. 
Dig a hole in a shady place 
where the earth i.s damp and sink your 
box in it. Then, if the cover fits tightly, 
you can cover it over lightly and milk, 
eggs, meat., etc., will keep fresh almost 
as long in it as in an icebox. 


Now about the cooking fire. Only 
the best of campers can make a fire that 
can bo successfully used to cook with. 
The novice invariably goes to work and 
builds up a little pyramid of sticks from 
which he gets more smoke than heat. 
In trying to ^cook he blisters his hands, 
sears his eyebrows, melts the handles 
and bottoms from his pots and pans and 
bums his meat to a crisp on the outside 
while the center is as raw as if it had 
not been near the fire. 


Tlie old camper goes about it differ- 
ently. 
He first cuts down a tree—a 
young elm or maple is best—and then 
he makes two logs, hewed flat on two 
sides, like railroad ties. These he puts 
side by side on the ground, not exactly 
parallel, but with an opening of about 
a foot at the wide end. 
Between these 
green logs he builds a small but hot fire 
of dry wood cut into short lengths. Aft- 
er the wood has burned up well he puts 
on his pots and pans, resting them on 
the flat surface of the logs. 
By driving 
a forked stick at each end of his' 'range'' 
and placing a stout green pole across 
the forks he has a crane, from which he 
can swing his kettle. Cooking after this 
fashion is almost as easy as using a 
stove. If you are on a lake shore where 
there are plenty of good flat rocks you 
can, with a little ingenuity, build a 
small firebox that will be just as satis- 
factory. 


The campfire, which adds cheerful- 
ness to the evenings, should be a differ- 
ent affair altogether. 
About 15 or 20 
feet in front of your tent drive two 
stout green posts. at a slight incline 
away from tho tent. In trimming them 
leave a few of the branches four or five 
inches on one side. Against the.se stakes 
pile up more green logs so that you have 
a back wall three or four feet high. Lay 
two more green logs on the ground in 
front to form the sides of your fireplace

and still another across the front of 
these. 
There you have a fireplace that 
wiir be a joy to. your heart. 
When you 
build up a blaze in that, you will have 
a fire before which you can sit without 
fear of smoke or flame, for the solid back 
•wall prevents the wind from driving the 
smoke directly toward the tent. 
The 
heat is radiated in the right direction, 
too, and on chilly nights this is very 
comfortable. 


The selection of a camp should be 
made with care, for much of your com- 
fort depends upon it. 
Don't stick up 
your tent wherever you happen to drop 
your outfit. Look over the location thor- 
oughly first. Of course the camp must 
be near water, but not too near. 
A 
shaded knoll near a creek or the shore 
of the lake is an ideal spot. 
Just re- 
member that you will have some rainy 
days and pitch your tent on high ground. 
Dig a trench around it, too, with some 
gutters to lead off the water that is sure 
to fall. 
Take time enough in putting 
up your tent ^ plant the poles firmly if 
you don't want them to fall down with 
the first storm. 


Just bear that probable rainstorm in 
mind, too, when you make your bed. If 
you have a high wall tent you can 
make, with a few forked stakes, 
a 
springy mattress of poles that will keep 
you a few inches off the ground. Cover 
the poles with fir boughs, and there you 
will have a couch on which you can 
defy storms and rheumatism. After you 
have camped for two or three seasons 
and learned these and other tricks of 
woodcraft you will look forward with 
longing to a pleasant and comfortable 
outing in the woods, and, what is more, 
you will be able to realize it too.

space of about a foot between it and the 
canvas. A hood of similar material will 
make an excellent porch roof for your 
front door and add much to the com- 
forts of tent life. 
All old campers ap- 
preciate these simple additions, which 
seldom come with a regular tent. 
; When you lay in your stoc;k of pro- 
visions, do not have them packed in one 
'big box tliafc cannot be conveniently 
transported. 
Put them rather in potato 


bags, so that they may be shouldered If 
necessary, for you may have to carry 
everything from tlje wagon for some 
distance to reach your camp site. - Do 
not take sugar, coffee, tea, etc., in paper 
bags. 
Have instead a lot of tins with 
tight fitting covers. 
You will see the 
wisdom in this after your outfit has 
been once soaked by rain. Whatever else 
you leave out don't forget that salt pork 
and plenty of it is a prime necessity in 
the woods where fresh meat, unless you 
are going into a big game region, is not 
to be had.

They are now connected 
by marriage with four of i he richest 
families in America. 
This is almost as 
good a record as that made by the king 
and queen of Denmark, famed through- 
out the world for their expertness in 
making desi-able matches for their sons 
and daughters. 


Yet 40 years ago Richard T. Wilson 
was a poor clerk in a grocery store in 
the obscure ^own of Madison, Ga. 
He 
was born in Tennessee, and as his parents

were in moderate circumstances he left 
home as sooi. as he was old enough and 
started to make his own way in the 
world. 
The grocery store offered him 
his first opening. He did not remain a 
clerk long, but by a combination of 
fortunate circumstances and 
shrewd 
business activity he became the proprie- 
tor. 
Right then and there he began to 
experience what others have since called 
"Wilson luck." 
Perhaps it was luck, 
and perhap." it wasn't. 


As a southern ;'(piocer he was remark- 
ably successful. 
He gave tho planters 
unlimited credit at good round rates of 
interest and accepted the greater share 
of their crops each year as payment. 
It 
was about this period that he met Miss 
Johnson. She was one of the most beau- 
tiful young women of Macon, and Mr. 
Wilson, who was an exceptionally hand- 
some man, wooed and won her without 
difficulty. 


Most of the southern merchants lost 
their fortunes when the war broke out. 
Not so Grocer Wilson. His shrewd busi- 
ness qualities had attracted such wide- 
spread attention that he was appointed 
the European agent of the Confederate 
States and went abroad to handle the 
cotton for that government. 
He did 
this to the entire satisfaction of the 
south and managed to come out with 
not only a considerable fortune, but 
with a large amoimt of business prestige. 
When he came back to this countryj he 
settled in New York and began to make 
use of the connections which he had es- 
tablished with foreign business houses. 
He was soon in control of large amounts 
of English capital and started in to de- 
velop the, southern railroads. 
He dealt 
extensively in cotton and started a bank- 
ing firm of which he is still at the head. 


It was not long before Mr. Richard 
Wilson fouud himself a millionaire. 
Then he and his wife discovered that 
they had high social aspirations. 
With 
remarkable tact Mrs. Wilson succeeded 
in being welcomed into the most exclu- 
sive Fifth avenue circles, and she has 
kept her position. 
When her beautiful 
daughters grew up, th^y had as intimate 
friends the sous and dauijhterr. of the 
most plutocratic of the New York mil- 
lionaires. 


The eldest Wilson daughter, May, 
was married 20 years ago to Ogden 
Goelet, who is now worth $40,000,000 
and who inherits a big sum every little 
while. Twelve years ago the eldest son, 
Orme Wilson, married Carrie Astor, 
daughter of Mrs. William Astor, and 
today the Orme Wilsons are ranked 
among the wealthiest families in the 
metropolis. 
A few years later Belle 
Wilson became the wife of the Hon. 
Michael Henry Herbert, who was at the 
time the secretary of the British lega- 
tion and counted the richest catch in 
Waslilngton. She will be Lady Herbert 
in a few years, as her husband will soon 
come into his title. 


About fom* years ago it was an- 
nounced t hat Miss Grace Wilson was to 
marry the Hon, Cecil Baring, but when 
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the great banMng house of that Jiamo 
went flown in the 
financial 
crasli the 
engagement was promptly broken off, 
and the next that Vv^as heard of Mias 
Grace was chat slie was to marry young 
Cornelius Yauderbilt. 


The only remaining child of the Wil- 
sons is young Richard, Jr., and it is ru- 
mored that iio is engaged to tJjo daugh- 
ter of Commodore G'crry, another New 
Yorker who has manj' millions. 
When 
this marriage occurs, therc.will 
be no 
more matchmaking for Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson to do unle.ss thoy turn ilieir at- 
tention to their grandcliildren.

HARRISON'S LOG CABIN. 


He Takes His Bride to an Elaborate Syl- 
van Retreat In the Adirondacks. 


Benjamin Hai-rison's summer home 
is a §4,000 log cabin. 
It is located in 
one of the wildest and most picturesque 
spots in the Adirondack region, fully 
two miles from any other habitation 
and far out of the way of the ordinary 
tourist or excursionist. 
His camp con- 
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sists of a group of log cabins nestling 
among the stately pines which cover a 
narrow point of land that juts out be- 
tween First and Second lakes of the 
Fulton chain. 
He is farther from the 
mainland than he was last summer, 
when he was located at Dodd camp, and 
consequently ho is more secluded. 


The buildings are log cabins, to be 
sure, but such log cabins as the Adiron- 
dack natives have never seen before. 
The largest of the structures is two 
stories in height, has a tower on either 
side and a veranda extending across the 
front. 
But it is built of logs—at least 
the first story is—tlie fécond story being 
frame shingled. The logs are hewn flat 
on two sides, and their ends are locked 
at the comers by regular log house 
joints. 
The house has a frontage of 48 
feet and a depth of 34 feet. On the first 
floor is a lar-je living room, with a ceil- 
ing 23 feet high. A feature of this room 
is a huge fii-^place made of rough boul- 
ders. 
On the second floor are six bed- 
rooms, two of which are located in the 
towers, 


A second cottage contains a dining 
room, kitchrn and pantry. A third cot- 
tage has been built for serv'ants, of 
which there are several, including a 
maid for M' \ Harrison. 
The last two 
buildings are in the rear of the big cabii}, 
which is built a little way back from 
the shore of the lake. 
Down at the 
water's edge there is a boathouse, also 
built of logs. 


The ex-president and his bride have 
accommodations in their sylvan retreat 
for as many as a dozen guests if they 
choose to entertain so extensively. There 
are fine fishing and shooting in the im- 
mediate vicinity, and from the veranda 
of the cabin can be had one of the most 
charming views in all the mountain 
lake region. 


C H I L E ' S N E W 
PRESIDENT. 


He Is a Skilled Politician, a L<iheral I<ead- 
er and a Wealthy Man. 


Frederico Errazuriz, the new presi- 
dent of Chile, is a man of large fortune 
and has figured conspicuously in tl. 
public affairs of that liyely little South 
American reiDublic. 
He must be a very 
clever politician, for he was in favor 
with Balmaceda when that erratic in- 
dividual, who made himself dictator of 
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the country and plunged it into a civil 
war, was in the height of his power. 
For a time he was a member of one of 
Balmaceda's various cabinets, but ho 
shifted his ground quickly enough to 
retain his popularity when tiic govern- 
ment was restored. 
WJion Dr. Maclver 
formed a new ministry in 1894, ho se- 
lected Errazuriz as minister of justice. 


President En-azuriz is recognizcd now 
as one of tlie leaders of the Liberal par- 
ty in Cliilc and is actively opposed to 
the Balmacodists. He was born in 1849 
and was carefully edticated at the col- 
lege in Santiago. He inherited his posi- 
tion and most of his wealth from his 
father, who w:is an extensive landown- 
er and merchant and was at one time 
president of Chile himself. 
One of the 
best warships in tlie Chilean navy is 
named President Erraziiriz, after the 
fatJier of tiie present incumbent. 


A president is elected in Chile once 
in five years, and tlie eleetion.s arc con- 
ducted much after tho manner of ours. 
The people votcvfor electors in the vari- 
ous provinc(\s in tlie proportion of three 
electors to each de]mty scuit to confiress. 
A retiring president cannot bo a candi- 
date for re-cJection until after at least 
one term has intervened. 


Jorge 
Montt, whom President Er- 
razuriz succeeds, leaves the executive 
chair with a clean record. 
He \s as an 
admiral in tho Chilean navy when Bal- 
maeeda seized the government and was 
one of those men who was instrumental 
in keeping the navy out of the clutehrs 
of the dictator. At th(> beginning of his 
administration tho republic was in a 
disorganized state, and, while not a 
brilliant sintesnian, h(> )iad the eomnion 
sense and h.-iiu sty tf> snrreiind liitiiself 
with nl'.le men; srifhat lie has hcen ahli' 
to rcKtnn: the rinnury to a state of pros- 
perity ;ujJ peace.

H O W G O V E R N O R A L T G E L D ' S L I E U T E N - 


A N T E M E R G E D FROM 
O B S C U R I T Y . 


The Evolution of "Bnck" From a L.ocal 


Politician and Conntry Editor to an Im- 
portant Figure In a National Conven- 
tion—His Practical Methods. 


From the obscurity of country politics 
to the prominence gaind by being a fig- 
ure of importance at a national conven- 
tion is a long stepior a man to take in 
the course of a few years, but that is 
preci.sely the jump which William H. 
Hinrichsen 
has 
taken. 
In 
Illinois, 
where Mr. Hinrichsen holds the office 
of secretary of state, he is familiarly 
known as "Buck." 
For several years 
he has been the trusted lieutenant of 
Governor Altgeld, 
and nothing was 
more natural than that when the gov- 
ernor loomed up at the head of the sil- 
ver forces his ri^ht hand man should 
also be brought into national promi- 
nence. 


The rise of "Buck" Hinrichsen is an 
interesting demonstration of the great 
possibilities in American politics. 
He 
was born about 45 years ago on a small 
farm in Morgan county, ills. He man- 
aged to get a good education, being 
graduated from the State university. As 
soon as he was of age he began to take 
an active interest in town and county 
politics. He studied the methods of the 
rural party leaders and applied them 
with a good deal of success. 
Ho found 
that every one of them had the faculty 
of making friends. 
This was an easy 
lesson for "Buck" to learn, and he in- 
dustriously cultivated the acquaintance 
of every voter in his district. 


He lived in a section of the state 
where nearly all the farmers were Ger- 
mans and Democrats. 
There did not 
seem to be any great political prizes in 
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Store for him, for a t t h a t time the state 
was solidly Republican. 
But "Buck" 
persevei-ed and accepted such small local 
offices as fell to his lot with good prace. 
At the age of 31 he was elected fastice 
of tho peace and resigned the office three 
years later to' become deputy sheriff of 
Morgan county. 


When his term of office expired, he 
had recogni;:cd the power of the press 
in politics, n he became a country editor 
by purchasing an interest in the Demo- 
cratic paper of the county seat. Then he 
started in to enlarge the circle of his 
friends. 
In all towns in the center of 
Illinois there is a public square where 
tho farmers collect, especially on Satur- 
days, to swap views and discuss the con- 
dition of crops. 
For a year or more 
"Buck" was to be seen at all these 
gatherings, shaking hands with great 
enthusiasm and making anxious inquir- 
ies of the farmers about their families 
and crops. 
Everybody knew "Buck," 
and "Buck" knew everybody. 


So when "Buck" Hinrichsen came to 
leave Jacksonville the town felt almost 
as proud of aim as it did of the fact 
that Abraham Lincoln and Stephen A. 
Douglas had once been struggling at- 
torneys there. Hinrichsen bought an al- 
most lifeless Democratic paper in Quincy 
and removed there that he might have 
a larger field. With two papers at his 
command his political prestige was con- 
siderably inereased. 
He managed the 
sccond paper with as much care as the 
first, and in a short time it was equally 
succcssful. From being elcctcd delegate 
to county conventions ho was sent to 
the state convention and improved the 
occasion by making himself known to 
all the party leaders. In time he became 
the acknowledged leader of a district 
wiiich could be depended upon for a big 
Democratic majority. 
He was made a 
member of the state central ccmmittcje 
and given a place on the executive boai-d. 
In 1892 he was further rewarded by be- 
ing appointed chief clerk of the lower 
branch of the state legislature, one of 
the. few offices which his party had at 
its disposal. 


Li 1892 "Buck" announced that his 
friends wan'ed him to accept the nomi- 
nation for secretary of state. This being 
the ease, the party leaders thought that 
it should bo offered to him, and it w-as. 
'' Buck'' accepted. At the time the nom- 
ination was made it was considered but 
an empty liouor, for tho party had not 
hoped to elect a state ticket. 
But that 
year Illinoir, with several other states, 
swung from the line, and the Democrat- 
ic tick(>t, headed by Judge Altgeld, was 
swept into office, "Buck" Hinrichsen 
along with the rest of tho candidates. 
There he lias been ever .since. 


J:I Hinriclisen it seems that Cíovernor 
.íMtgeld ff)uud a man who could be most 
useful to liim and in whom he could re- 
pose confidence. 
Thus it happens that 
"Buck" became a power in the state if 
not in the Jj'ud. He has a happy, cheer- 
ful disposition and is a notably good 
story teller, always having a fund of 
Good y:irns at liis command. 
As presi- 
dent of if.e f^ociety of Cheerful Liars of 
Quiney "Buck" had a reputation for 
ielling bigger and better fish stories 
iiian any other man in tho state, oven 
wlien the l.vto Eugene Field and Opie 
Read were members of tlie same socioty. 
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arour'd."until his patienci^ iiacl worn out. 
so he 
asked the digni: ied 
passenger, 
" W h a i i s y o u r 
business?" 


The dignified one answered him, " I 
am a Jiung specialist. "

M'KINLEY'S PASTOR. 


The Cs.nton Minister Who Preashed a Most 
Timely Sermon. 


Rev. Eugene P. Edmonds, who has 
come into some promi]ienc(i as being 
Major William McKinlcy's _pastx)r, is a 
youtiijful looking man and .has quite a 
reputation in Ohio a.-^ a pnl;.oii; orator. 
He is in charge of the Firsfe Methodist 
Episcopal church of Cautoai, to which 
all the members of the McKinley fam- 
ily living there belong. 
Ma.ior McKin- 
ley had been nominated for president 
but two days v,'hen Pastor Edmonds 
preached a sermon in which.he talked 
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about nominations, platforms and elec- 
tions, drawing a pai-allel between the 
candidates for eai'thly honors and those 
who sought immortal glory. 
It was a 
very timely and up to date utterance 
and kept the big congregation veiy wide 
awake all the time. 


Although tho Rev. Mr. Edmonds is 
still occasionally referred to as "the boy 
orator," a title he gained years ago, he 
is 41 years of age and has been occupy- 
ing a pulpit for more than a score of 
years. He was born at Summerton, O., 
in a parsonage occupied by his father, 
who was one of the leading Methodist 
ministers in the eastern Ohio confer- 
once. 
With his brother, who is also a 
minister, he experienced all the discom- 
forts of the itinerant life which the 
family of a Methodist minister leads. 
This did not deter the two boys, how- 
ever, from entering the same profession. 


Eugene was educated at Union acad' 
emy in Dayton and in 1873 was gradu- 
ated from the college at Scio, O. 
He 
studied theology under his father and 
before he was 20 began to preach. 
Hia 
eloquence and earnestness soon won for 
liim the title of "boy orator." 


After filling, the pulpits of several 
xural churches ho was assigned to the 
liew Euclid Avenue church in Cleve- 
land, where he remained for four years. 
About five years ago he was sent to 
Canton, where he has charge of one of 
the finest chuiches in the state. He has 
been very successful in Canton, but ac- 
cording to the Methodist church regula- 
tions this is to be his last year there, and 
in a few months he will bo "moved on" 
to some other pastorate.

How Mrs. Booker T. Washington's Work 


Amons the Benighted Colored Women 
of the TI}>3ck Belt Is to Bo Extended by 
Organized Effort. 


The newe.st of the now women i.s the 
now colored woman. 
She has appeared 
and is just now vciy mueh in evidence. 
She is personiilcd in tho ]:ei\son of Mrs. 
Booker T. AVi'shington, wife of the famous 
coloi'ed cduciitor, who is tlio founder and 
president of the Tuskegeo Normal school 
for colored children. 


The new colored woman has cut out a 
big piece of work for hersoh". She proposes 
to raise tlic moral tone and the mental 
condition of millions of lioi- race. Tho field 
is fertile. 
While some littlo attempt has 
been made to educate the colored youth of 
the south, the v/omen and girls have been 
priictically ignored, with a iev»- exceptions, 
of which the Tuskegeo Nv')rmal school is a 
prominent one. 
The various organiza- 
tions of white women liavc taken no notice 
of their colored .sisters, and iio>v tJjo color- 
ed women themselves have come to the 
front. 
Mrs. Washington is not alone in 
her undertaking, but has the help of a 
large mmiber of refined and Jiighly intelli- 
gent women of her race. 


That these women are in earnest and in- 
tend to accomplish something is shown by 
the fact that the first annual convention of 
the National League of Colored Women in 
Washington is to be followed by a similar 
gathering which will be known as the 
convention of the National Federation of 
Afro-American Women, which is to con- 
vene in tlie same city July 20 for a three 
days' session. 
The first business that will 
come before the latter body will be the 
proix)sition to combine the two organiza- 
tions. 
This was discussed at the recent 
convention of the League of Colored Wom- 
en, which has just closed. 


Mrs. Washington is directly responsible 
for the existence of the National Federa- 
tion of Afro-American Women. 
It is the 
outcome of her efforts to help the imedu- 
cated and benighted women and children 
who live in the rmal sections of the 
Black Belt. 
As a teacher and wife of 
the president of the Tupkegee institute she 
had an opportunity of helping the scholars 
who came under her supervision, and she 
made every use of each occasion. 
But sho 
had long wished for some method of reach- 
ing the mothers and sisters of the scholars. 
Slic well knew how densely ignorant most 
of them were and in what squalid and im- 
moral sun-oundings they lived. 
She had 
visited man;;, one room cabins, and s-.e 
saw that the condition of these people could 
be vastly improved with but little effort if 
she could only reacli enough of them. 


Finally, after a good deal of thought, 
she determired to take advantage of the 
long estfiblished ctistom 
of the colored 
people of the south to flock into the neigh- 
boring villages and cities on Saturday. 
She went down into the market streets of 
Tuskcgee and met them as they came 1». 
She talked with the women and children, 
extending to them the only kindly greet- 
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ing tliat tl/ey had ever rcceieved from 
strangers. 
Unmindful of their ill man- 
ners and offensive appearance, she gained 
llieir confidence and gave them good ad- 
vice as woll as kindly sympathy. 


One Saturday she invited a number of 
them to meet her for a little talk. 
lilany 
of the women and children followed her to 
a bare, unfurnished room, where she told 
them in a simple and unaffected manner 
how much they might learn by meeting 
f)nce a week to confer with her and some 
of the other teachers. 
She showed them 
how tliey could learn to make their homes 
better, care for their cliildren and help 
their husbands. 
Tlie women were inter- 
ested and promised to come again. 
They 
did so. 
The next Saturday there w;is a 
room full, and from tliat time on tho num- 
ber kept increasing. 
Tho other teachers 
in the Normal became enthusiastic about 
the work when they saw what rapid ad- 
vances their neglected sisters could make 
when given a chance, and they gave short 
talks on such subjects as "How to Care 
For the Home," "Food and Cooking," 
'' Ventilation,'' etc. 


That little meeting was the germ of an 
association that now has a local member- 
ship of over 400 women and children, and 
which has spread through many states. 
Other educated colored women hciird of 
!Mrs. Washington's efforts and her success, 
and about a year ago they met in Boston 
and formed a national organization for the 
purpose of extending this work all throii;"!! 
the Black 
Belt. 
Mrs. Washington 
was 
clcctcd president, and tlie prestige of l^^r 
husband's name at once gave the federa- 
tion a national reputation. 


The selcc':ion of Mr.s. Victoria 
Earlc 
Matthews of New York a? chairman was 
equally fortunate, as slie is one of the bo.st 
organizers and literary charjicters among 
her people. 


The representatives of .36 clubs were 
present, iind groat enthusiasm was mani- 
fested. 
Befoi'o tlie convention adjournctl 
the organi/.iiti(jn had been (iffectcd and a 
system of worli laid out. 
Since tlien this 
Vi'ork ha^s been carried on with .suri^rising 
activity. Mrs. Jhitthews has spent .several 
months in the rural districts of Alal)ama 
and Georgia studyirg t.he needs of tJie 
women ar.d children, and slie will present 
the great amount of information sho has 
so laboriously gathered in the form of an 
address at the ci>unu^ convention. 


Jrlr.s. "\Vashingtwii has enlarged her. work 
by conducting what she c;ills a''kitchcn- 
garton'' for adults, in v.iiicii she gives prac- 
tical lessons in liousekeeping to a large 
class ev(>i'y afternoon in Tuskegee. 
Her

At Scrooby tliere is no need of such a 
memorial, for there stands the old manor 
iiouse in which the iiersecuted band of 
Puritans used to meet and listen to the 
Imrning words of the good .Tohn Robin- 
son. 
It is a solid old structure and must 
have been the sccne of lively times at one 
IKjriod in its liistory, for Scrooby was once

one of the six and twenty post to-ivns on 
tlic old North road. 
The archbishop of 
York once had a palace at Scroob?-, but 
nothing remains of it now except the foun- 
dations and the moat. 
Cardinal Wolsey, 
toward the end of his crooked career, spent 
several weeks in the old manor house too. 


During the time of James I, Scrooby 
was ii particularly lively place, especially 
for the Puritans or Separatists, as they 
were then called. 
Among the other reli- 
gious enthusiasts who used to meet in the 
manor house, and whose names are known 
to every schoolboy 
now, were 
William 
Bradford, afterward famous as Governor 
Bradford of the Plymouth colony, and 
William Brewster, who was postmaster at 
Scrooby and one of those who sailed in 
the Mayflower. 


Scrooby is now a most obscure little vil- 
lage at some distance from the railroad 
station at Bawtry, but it is full of things 
and places of hi.storical interest to Ameri- 
cans, though seldom visited by tourists. 
Now that the interest in it has been reviv- 
ed by tho building of the Robinson me- 
morial so near to it the fame of the old 
Manor House will doubtless be increased 
as well, and it ought to be one of the spots 
visited by every American traveler in Eng- 
land. 
Gainsborongh is not nearly so pic- 
turesque because it is spoiled by a modern 
iron works, and it is not so quaint as it 
was when described, under the name of St. 
Ogg's, by George Eliot in her "Mill 
on 
the Floss.'' 
It was selected by the Puri- 
tans as a place in which to establish a Sep- 
aratist church in 1602 chiefly because it 
was near the seacoast, from which they 
could escape to Holland, and l)ecause the 
lord of the manor wps f.-y^^^^dlv to thpjo.

VoTeliBt HowellB and^the President of the 
Barbers' Union Join Hands. 


If your biU'ber should refuse to take a 
proffered tip the next time you are shaved, 
you may know that he is a member of the 
International Barbers' union, and that he 
is conscientiously obeying the peremptoiy 
order of Mr. W. E. Klapetzky, the president 
of that organization. President lOapetzky 
agrees with William Dean Howells in re- 
gard to tipping. Neither of them likes tho 
system. 


The novelist can do nothing to suppress

nothing to the power which Mr. Klapetzky 
can yield. 
As president of the barbers' 
organization ho has issued two orders ab- 
solutely forbidding any member of the or- 
der from accepting a tip. 
Whether or not 
he will be obeyed remains to be seen. 


President Klapetzky, in spite of his for- 
eign name, is American born, being a na- 
tive of Syracuse. 
He helped found the as- 
sociation of which he is at the head and 
has long been prominent" in barbering cir- 
cles. 
Like many other barbers, he is an 
eloquent talker, but unlike most of the 
jiiembers of his trade ho is a good public 
orator as well as a conversationalist. 
Per- 
haps this is tho reason why he is president 
of the order, for, while he can keep up an 
interesting and entertaining conversation 
during the course of a shave, hair cut and 
shampoo seance, he is equally at home on 
a public platform and can express himself 
with the same ready fluency when facing 
an audience as when he is behind a bar- 
ber's chair. 


President Klapetzky says that it is de- 
grading and un-American to take tips. 
"Tips," he remiirks, "tend to lower wages 
and make the tip teiker a servile dependent 
instead of an honestly independent work- 
man." 


This is about as gootl an argument 
against the practicó of tip taking as that 
which Mr. Howells made to tho Liberty 
Dawn Association of Coachmen of New 
York when he addressed them on the same 
subject. 


"The acceptance of money in largess 
over and above wages earned,'' said álr. 
Howells, '' is the practico of beggary with- 
out the beggar's cxcusc of destitution, and 
! in the giver it i.s tho encouragement of the 
worst form of beggary. 
The tip is ^vrong. 
It is a badge of slavery, of beggary, and 
tho sooner those who take it realize this 
and insist on wages the better." 


With two sucli influential men up in 
arms against the custom, we may expect 
to see it speedily v. iiied out of existence.

Before he itìvictantly de«ert£!cl 
the bar for the bench his income from fees 
ran as high as $135,000 a year, and he waa 
compelled to turn away almost as much 
more business, in spite of the fact that ho 
is capable of doing an enormous amount 
of work. 


Lord Russell is as good a sportsman as ' 
he is a lawyer, and that is saying a good 
deal. 
Even the dignity of his title does 
not prevent him firom . attending all the 
important turf events, arid it is most lik«>- 
ly that if he visits the fiir west he will" Im- 
prove the opportunity by having a try at 
some big game. 
He has sampled spor^ 
and games of all kinds. When it comes to 
whist, he plays iihé game with all the rigor 
of the sainted Sarah Battle. 


The' most interesting peirt of Lord Rxis- 
sell's career is closed—closed as tightly as 
if his sturdy frame was dust—but it will ]be 
many centuries before the history of his 
brilliant legal acMcvemehts is forgotten."'

Lockwood, has been associated with him 
in many great cases, and the two are a 
well matched pair of friends. 
Sir Frank 
is yet under 50. He is à man of almost 
giant stature and looks the picture of 
health. He is esteemed for his legal knowl- 
edge and loved for his ready wit.

though this is his first visit to this coun- 
try, the American lawyers know him by 
reputation, and Locl^cwd's stories, or those

But more startllnf than the story of 
Evangeline, and with the added advantage 
of its absolute truthfulness, is that of the 
Bobertson cousins, "one bom and both 
raised" between New Siberia imd Vermil- 
ion, in the western Teche country.

About this time M. Sabal, full of years, 
rich and honored, died. He provided hand- 
somely for the nephew qi his dead son-in- 
law, but the biilk of his property was left 
to his grandson, the will providing that 
his daughter should have a life interest in 
the'estate. \ 


Early in 1861, when Louisiana seceded, 
Superintendent Sherman resigned his post 
and went north. 
This broke up the 
school, and the cadets hastened home to 
join regiments which were then being 
raised for the Confederacy all over the 
. south. 


Although southern in her sympathies, as 
were all her slaveholding neighbors, Mrs. 
Bobertson was bitterly opposed to having 
her son go into the army. 
But thero was 
no resisting the earnestness of the young 
man or the fervid enthusiasm of the hour. 


As it transpired afterward, Mrs. Bobert- 
son was quite willing that her nephew 
should go to the war. 
The cousins had 
been like brothers up to their return from 
the military school. Now they kept apart. 
The mother's quick perception soon dis- 
covered the caxT.se—both young men were 
in love with Mario Del Mar, a beautiful 
girl whose jwirents lived to the cast near 
St. Mary's. 
In April the Eighth 
Texas cavalry, 


known mê the "Texas rangers" and com- 
nmnded by Colonel John Whartou, came 
tmough the Teche country, on their way 
to the seat of war, and George Robertson 
joined-them, tohis aunt's great relief. 


Mrs. Robertson had now more hope of 
retaining her son, and the better to do this 
she encouraged his wooing, and seeing 
that Marie Del Mar loved him she urged 
an early marriage. 


Miss Del Mar's family were anxious.for 
such an excellent alliance, and the weil- 
ding day wa« fixed for the following Sep- 
tember. 
In the meiintime Greorgy Rob- 
erston—^the pet name still clung to him— 
following the example of his neighlîors, 
was sworn into the military service of tlio 
Confederacy, witli the rank of lieutenant. 


Lieutenant Robertson was attached to a 
light battery, then known as the ' ' New 
Iberia cannoneers," and they were sent to 
guard the channel near St. Mary's. 
It 
was believed the artillerymen would be 
kept at this point till the war was over, 
which would be in a few months. 
iVIcan- 
whilc the officers and men in gray, rod and 
gold were the social lions of the Tcclie 
country, coming and poinpas the.r pleased 
and errowinp more firmly convinced that a

But one day, just two weeks before the 
4ate set for the wedding, General Lovell, 
in command of the Confederate forces at 
New Orleans, ordered to that point all 
the troops in the Teche country, and the 
New Iberia cnnnoncers had to obey. 


Mrs. Robertson went to New Orleans, 
hoping to have her s<m released on tho 
plea that she was a .widow ^nd that he 
was necessary to the management of the 
estate, but when she reached the Crescent 
City she was horrified to léarn that her 
sOn and his command had been sent on to 
the seat of war in Virginia. 
, Those who knew Mrs. Robertson well 
. say she never got over this shock. She re- 
turned to t) e plantati^b and bravely tried 
to manage its interests, but her health be- 
gan to fail. 


Now and then she heard from her neph- 
ew, who was with the Texas rangers in 
Kentucky and Tennessee, and so long as 
the mails were regular—that was up to the 
spring of 1862—she heard frequently from 
hereon. 


Then came great changes. New Orleans 
fell. An army in blueswarmed west along 
the teche. . The slaves deserted or were 
.freed a^d became soldiers, and black ruin 
hrooded over a land that had lately been 
the loveliest and happiest under the sun. 
Great armies met along the sleepy bayous, 
and great gravéyàrds were made under 
the moss draped oaks. 


Now and then a worn, crippled man, 
who had left full of hope and youth, made 
his way back to the old home. From these 
stories of the many who had fallen on far- 
off fields were learned. 


In 1868 news came down that Whar- 
ton's rangers, 1,200 strong when they rode 
through Louisiana two years before, were 
reduced to 880, and among the dead was 
George Bobertson. 


Another year and a one armed man 
made his way back to the Teche. 
He 
claimed to be the sole survivor of the can- 
noneers who had been wiped out by the 
explo-sion Of the mine before Petersburg. 


This was the last blow to the poor xnoth- 
er. 
Already weakened by ill health and 
anxiety, she took to her bed, attended by 
Marie Del Mar, and died a few months be- 
fore the close of the war. 


In the spring of 1865 Mr. Del Mar—he 
had. lost his only son in tho war—amoved 
west to near Lake Charles, where he had a 
large cattle ranch. 
Although the country 
was almost a wilderness, Itira Del Mar 
and her daughter were glad to get away 
from surroundings so suggestive of recent 
suffering. 


t h e Del Mars had been settled in their 
new home but a few months when a negro 
brought them a letter from Lake Charles 
village. 
It was from Georgy Bebertson, 
the last captain of tiie cannoneera 


After telling of his being blown. up and 
captured and his long stay in northem 
hospitals, the letter said: 


' ' The foct that I have changed so much 
t^tyou.wUl hardly recognize me will, I 
am^sure, ;make n»e none the less welcome 
to ïhe ronly Mends I teve. left. : I ? am 
lamie,,,my. bearing is .bad. aud my face dis- 
but . my heart 
unchanged. 
I 
hope to gather up the remnants of the es- 
tate and then take up the life battle as 
b e s t l m a y . " 


Mr. Del Mar replied to this letter by 
driving to Lake Charles, where he greeted 
with tears of joy the son of his old friend, 
the betrothed of his daughter. 


The letter did not exaggerate the facts. 
It was difficult to iniagine. this maimed, 
disfigured man, with .sight and hearing 
impatced and cruel blue powder marks on 
his bearded face, to be the handsome lieu- 
tenant of nearly five years before. 


The veteran was taken to the ranch, and 
though shocked at the change Marie Del 
Mar greeted her lover with all the old 
tinié w a ^ t h a n d set about; ipaking him 
liappy. 
: 


Captain ^ b e r t s b n improved 
rapidly 
and then set ' abolit caring for the estate, 
which war eldil ' thè' iño^ valuablë 'in the 
sugar'country. ' '

The wonderftil enérgy and the changed 
mannèrs'Were áttrlbuted to his long ex- 
perience as a soldier. Six months after his 
return Captain Bobertson and Marie Del 
Mar were married aud went on a wedding 
trip to Orange City, on the S_abine, and on 
to Houston, where they could see no re- 
minder of the war. 


A few mònths after this ÇapteinBobert- 
TOn rode to La^e Charles àiid hltehed his 
horse to the rack before the Lake hotel. 
Here, it is ^Id, he met a man who had 
been a member of the cannoneers, and the 
landlord reported'angry words, so that he 
feared a 
fight. 
, 


Without transiting uiy business, Bob- 
ertson remounted and - galloped to tira 
ranch. 
Saying to his .wife and to her 
mother that he was not feeling well, he 
went to à room used as an pffice and lock- 
ed the door. 
A few minutes after the re- 
port of a pistol was heard. 
The door was 
biurst open, and Bobertson was found on 
the lounge, with a purple hole in his right 
temple and a revolver in his hand. 


The man who had shot himself ~ was 
George Bobertson, the Texas ranger. Up 
.to the day of the suicide he had believed 
his cousin of the cannoneers to be dead, and 
to secure the property and the bride he had 
daringly imposed on tíie Del Mars and 
the officers of the law. 


Briefly, Greorgy Bobertson had 
been 
wounded and captured, as narrated, but 
he escaped to Canada, and thence made his 
way to Vancouver and Honolulu. He had 
heard of his.mother's death a,nd had writ- 
ten; Marie at the old address, but sh^edid 
not; get his letters- : 


It tiu*ned out that. the cousin had also 
been badly wounded and captxu^, but he 
took the oath of allegiance .ai)d' remained 
in the north till the war was over. 


" I should never have made myself 
known had he not learned that I was liv- 
ing and so killed himself," was what the 
true Bobertson told his friends on the day 
of his marriage.

I. "Again David gathered together all 
the chosen men of Israel, 30,000." 
In I 
Chron. xiii, 5, it is written that ho gath- 
ered all Israel from Egypt to Hemath, and 
it is also written in verse 1 of that chapter 
that he did this after consulting with his 
captains and leaders. 
His habit was to 
inquire of the Lord (II Sam. v, 19, 23), 
but this looks like reliance upon the wis- 
dom of man rather than upon God. 
See 
Ps. xxxvii, 5; Prov. lii, 6, 6, for the right 
way in every matter. 


.2. "To bring up from thonce the ark of 
God, whose name is called by the name of 
the Lord of Hosts that dwelletb between 
the cherubim. " Baale of Judah is Kirjath- 
jéarim (see margin), where the ark had 
been in the house of Abinadab in the hill 
since the Philistines had sent it home in 
the new cart (I Sam, vil, 1 ); probably over 
60 years, for it was there long before Saul 
was anointed king, and he reigned 40 
years (Acts xiii, 21). 
The ark was the 
special symbol of the presence of God, and 
when it was first made He told Moses that 
He would commune with him from above 
the mercy seat, from between the two 
cherubim (Ex. xxv, 28). 
So that i t was 
the place of meeting and of communion 
between God and man. It was a wondrous 
type of Christ as the end of the law for 
righteousness, and as the atonement for. 
our sins. 


8. "And they set the ark of God upon a 
new cart." 
It was well enough for the 
Philistines to do this, for they had no in- 
structions from God as to His pleasure, 
but Israel had commands from God that 
the ark should be borne upon the shoulders 
of the Levites set apart for that purpose 
(Num. iv, 24, 25; vii, 9). David also knew 
this well (I Chron. xv, 2), but, leaning 
upon human wisdom, he was for the time 
turned from the wisdom of God. 
We 
must lean wholly upon God in all things. 


4, 6. "And David and all the house of 
Israel played before the Lord." 
It was a 
joyful procession, and it was seemingly to 
the glory of God, for were they not prais- 
ing Him and bearing His ark triumphant- 
ly to a place prepared for it in the Holy 
CityP It was a grand display In a good 
cause, but it was not according to God's 
command, and however well a thing may 
look, and though it may seem to be for 
God's honor, yet if contrary to God's way 
it is simply disobedience, and His word 
concerning it is, "Who bath required this 
at your hand?" (Isa. i, 12.) As one has 
said, "The'work of the Lord must be done 
in God's way, else it oánnot be for His 
glory." 


6. "Uzzah put forth his hand to the ark 
of God and took hold of it, for the oxen 
shook it.'' 
The margin says that they 
stumbled. 
This was the beginning of the 
trouble that day, or rather the beginning 
of God's manifest disapproval of this way 
of doing things, for the trouble began 
with David's not inquiring of the Lord. 
Then came the new cart instead of the 
shoulders of the Levites. This new cart of 
David is very suggestive of all the worldly 
ways adopted by the people of God today 
to carry on what they call the Lord's work. 
When Israel adopts Philistine methods 
rather than God's ways, trouble is sure to 
follow, so when the church tties to follow 
the world in the amusement or entertainr 
ment business to get the world to go to 
churob, instead Of giving herself to exalt 
,the Lord Jesus Christ and honor His word, 
will in due time manifestly dirawn the 
whóle thing. For every Saul that the peo- 
ple bf God honor in their attempts to be 
like the world , the world will produce a 
Goliath and thus keep ahead till some 
David comes in the name of the Lord and 
overcomes the defiers of God. 
. 7. "And thè a'nger of the Lord was kin- 
dled against Uzzah, and God smote him 
there for hia error, and there he died by 
the ark of God." One would think that if 
there was a place of safety on the face of 
the earth it would be by tho ark of. God, 
and yet there Uzzah died. There is no life 
but in the way of God's commandments. 


8, 9, "And David was displetiscd," "And 
David was afraid." Displeased with the 
Lord and afraid of the Lord. How unlike 
David I How unlike the man who, in thè 
naiùe of the Lord, had slain Goliath f How 
great the contrast between one walking 
humbly with God and one with some per- 
son or plan between them and God! 
David's great thought that day was to get; 
the ark of the Lord to himself at Jerusa- 
lem, as appears from this ninth verse. 
His thought, was not so much God's glory 
and God's way as David's glory and Da- 
vid's way. 
Thus the intimacy between 
them was for the time broken, and David 
lost fellowship with God. 


10. "So David would not remove the ark 
of the Lord unto him into the city of 
David. " 
It was neither the first nor the. 
last occasion of sore hearts and misunder- 
Btandings, not easily healed, because of at- 
tempts 
by the people of God to adopt 
worldly ways. 
I know of one church in 
which their last fair or festival was held 
about 14 years ago, and in that church 
there are t^ this day breaches unhealed be- 
cause of jealousies or misunderstandings 
at that time. 
I do with my whole heart 
believe that festivals and suppers, amateur 
theatricals, special music by unsaved peo- 
ple—in fact, the whole entertainment busi- 
ness—in the house of God must go along 
with such teaching as the fallibility of 
Scripture, the larger hope, no hell, Jesus 
Christ our example only and not our sub- 
stitute, as being samples of the work of 
the wicked one and not of the spirit of 
God. 


II. "And the Lord blessed Obed-edom 
and all his household. ' ' This is the record 
concerning the homo where the ark rested 
for three months. 
When the Lord Jesus 
is honestly and simply received into the 
heart, such a one becomes a child of God 
(John 1,12) and is blessed with all spiritual 
blessings in Christ. (Eph. i, 3), made a 
partaker of the Divine nature, and also of 
the glory to be. revealed (I Pet. v, 1; II 
Pet. i, 4). 
Apart from God there is no 
blessing, bat "Blessed is the man that 
trusteth in Him." 


12. "David went and brought up the 
ark of God from the house of Obed-edom 
into the city of David with gladness." 
The children of the Levites bare the ark of 
God upon their shoulders, with the staves 
thereon, as Moses commanded, according 
to the word of the Lord. 
This was "after 
the due order" (I Chron. xv, 13, 15), but 
the former proceeding, which caused the 
trouble, had no authority in the commands 
of God, though it may have been seemingly 
more expedient than sanctifying the Le- 
vites to their work. Wo now I'ead of burnt 
offerings and peace offerings unto the 
Lord and of the blessing of the Lord upon 
the piíople. 
All is well when we are in 
Christ and walk in fellowship with Him.

A BREAK FOR LIBERTY. 


Story of an Escape From 


the French Penal Col- 
I 
ony In Guiana. 


A few weeks ago M. Cochefert, chicf of 
the detective service in Paris, received a 
visit from a man of small stature, poorly 
clad and horribly emaciatcd, who addressed 
him to the following effect: 


" I beg you will place me under arrest. 
Otherwise I shall have to commit some of- 
fense that will compel the police to run mo 
in. 
This ought not to be necessary, be- 
cause I have a right to claim tho hospitality 
of a prison, being an escaped convict from 
the penal settlement of French Guiana, 
where I was sent in September, 1886. My 
name is Bourdet." 


M. Cochefert had him conveyed to the 
central prison, where he wrote the story of 
his evasion. 
Such parts of it as could be 
verified were found by the authorities to be 
correct In every detail, and he was sen- 
tenced to undergo six months' impp-ison- 
ment in France as a preliminary to i being 
sent back to French Guiana. 
/i, 


"After a voyage of 18 days packed pell- 
mell in the stifling hold of the trdnsport," 
says Bourdet, " I arrived at Saint Jean du 
Maorni, the convict depot of the colony. 
'It is here that I am to pass the best years 
of my life, hero that I must die. 
No; a 
thousand times no. I will not stay. ' Such 
was my reflection when I first beheld the 
place." 


Boxudet soon became fast friends with 
a powerful, daring fellow named Beaiidct, 
and together they planned to escape. 
It 
was agreed that the attempt should be 
made in June on St. John's day, the fete 
day of the colony, when the surveillance 
over the convicts would be somewhat re- 
laxed. They were to construct and embark 
upon a raft and drift with the tide to the 
opposite coast of Dutch Guiana, which, 
covered as it is with an immense extent of 
virgin forest, full of venomous reptiles and 
wild beasts, was regarded by the authori- 
ties of the settlement as an impenetrable 
zone, and consequently an effectual bar to 
any attempt at escape. 


The raft was built and hidden, and on 
the eve of the appointed day it was decided 
to let three comrades Into their confidence 
and take them along. 
Their names were 
Couppe, Gubisolles and Mauleon. Bourdet 
Informed them that they must supply 
themselves liberally with quinine 
and 
warned them that if any man neglected to 
do so his companions would refuse to sup- 
ply him, and he must surely perish. 


The next day the 
five 
accomplices 


taking witn him the iittie provisions tnaij 
remained. 
Bourdet built a raft with the 
intention of pursuing him, but the frail 
structure went to pieces in the middle of 
the river. He had the grcfitcst difficulty in 
re^iohing land a^ain, and when he did he 
was stark naki-d. 
He bccaino delirious 
from fever and hunjier and kept walking 
in a cinOc till he fell in a swoon near tlio 
place wliere he had landed. 


When he came to his senses, ho found a 
negro kneeling beside him and chafing his 
hands. 
The sable Good Samaritan lifted 
him into a canoe aud took him to the vil- 
lage of the tribe. 
There his rescuer gave 
him some rice and fish, and wrapping him 
in a blanket laid him on a plank, which 
served as a bed. 
For 15 days he lay there, 
delirious witli fever, for which tho natives 
administered to him copious drafts of some 
green colored liquid. 
Then the fever left 
him, but he was so weak and apathetic 
that he did not even care to think. 


After a time, however, he got tired of 
doing nothing and one day went and sat 
beside a negress who was sewing. 
Her 
work was very clumsily done, and Bourdet 
took it from her and showed her how to 
handle the needle. She was delighted with 
his work and rushed off to show it to the 
yillagcr.s. 
Tho ncixt day the whole tribe 
turned out with work for the whit« stran- 
ger, wno couiQ sew ocLUir unau an^ woman 
among them, aud crowded round him, ut- 
tering cries of wonder and delight while he 
stitehed. 


"Among those who came to the door of 
my hut to watch jne work,'' says Bour- 
det, "was a young and pretty girl who 
never took her eyes off me and soon be- 
came bold enougli to embrace my face and 
hands and stroke my hair. She never came 
empty handed, but brought me fruits and 
other delicacies she thought would please 
me. 
I would gladly have returned her af- 
fection, but was afraid, having read in 
some book or other that the negroes are ex- 
ceedingly jeiilous, and not knowing wheth- 
er they would like it I reluctantly steeled 
my heart against her.'' 


Boimict regrets now that he did not re- 
spond to her advances, for instead of being 
in a French prison he might have lived 
peiicefully and happily with his dusky 
Juliet, and ixirhaps. have become chief of 
the tribe. 
This, however, was not to be. 
A few days later some Anamites passed 
by. Bourdet, who had served in the army 
in Tonkin, knew a little of their language 
and told his story to the cadi of the band, 
who promised to carry him off tho same 
night and convey him to a Dutch planta- 
tion where the band was employed. 
Tho 
caid kept his promise, but Bourdet had 
scarcely embarked in the Anamites'. boat 
ere the river was covered with the canoes 
of the negroes, who were carrying lighted 
•torches. The caid ran his boat into a creek, 
where it remained hidden till the canoes 
disanoeared.

laimched'the raft and embarked with their 
prevision bag and jabors they had pro- 
cured. 
As good luck would have it, the 
rain was coming down in such torrents 
that it was Impossible for any one to see 
beyond a few yards from the bank. 
The 
raft drifted with the tide to ft group of 
islands lower down, and by paddling from 
one to thé Other the Duteh coast was reached 
en the evening of the second day. 
The 
fugitives were by this time pretty well 
wiarn out, and, plunging into the forest, 
reposed there for the night. 


The next morning Cubisolles, who had 
neglected to provide himself with quinine, 
was foxmd ¿hiVering with' fever on the 
ground and unable to rise. 
He got no 
sympathy from his companions. 
"You 
were warned, ' ' they told him. ' ' You were 
too stingy to buy quinine, and you will 
get nono from us.'' 
A hurried consulta- 
tion was held, and Cubisolles was left to 
his fate. He must have died where he lay, 
for nothing was over heard of him by the 
authorities, although had he been able he 
might easily have made his way back to 
the penitentiary. 


The fugitives continued their march 
through the forest, and each day brought 
ite incident. 
At one place they found the 
way barred by a deep and rather wide 
liver, and neither Mauleon nor Couppo 
cotdd swim. 
Beaudet and Bourdet made 
a rope of creepers, and while Bourdet at- 
tached one end to a tree Beaudet swam 
over and tied the other end to another tree 
opposite. 
They then took their compan- 
ions across on their backs, Mauleon and 
Couppe clutehing the improvised rope to 
lighten their weight and help themselves 
along. 


The crossing was, however, not made 
without danger. 
Bight in the middle of 
the river Mauleon, who was being helped 
oyer by Bourdet, shrieked that he felt 
something touching his legs and becamc 
paralyzed with fright. From that moment 
Bourdet conceived a contempt for him that 
increased as time went on. 


After passing the river the jîarty found 
themselves in a swamp, where they came 
very near perishing. 
"We stripped," says 
Bourdet, "and waded in. 
The farther wo 
advanced the deeper we sank. 
I hesitated 
to continue, fearful of sinking in alto- 
gether. 
The mud was up to my stomach 
already. 
I was horribly frightened. 
No 
one who has not gone through such an ex- 
perience can have any idea what a terrible 
one it was for me. ' ' 
There was no help 
for it, however, and they eventually floun- 
dered through to terra firma. 


Tho following days the going was easier. 
The sun was shinin.g brightly, and the 
men were singing gayly and marching in 
open order when they came to a thick part 
of the forest. 


" I auguivd ill from this gayety, " con- 
tinues Bourdet, "and my presentiments 
ha,ve rarely deceived me. 
Couppe was in 
advance of me to the left when suddenly I 


heard hiiia give a piercing shriek. 
To my 
horror I saw him in the coils of an enor- 
mous boa constrictor about five or six y.ard3 
long and as big round as my tliig!., ITI 
less timo than it takes to toll it Bc>iû'ui(>t 
rushed forward, Siiber in hand, and with 
a back handed blow struck off the head of 
the serpent, which hung over our compan- 
ion's shoulder. 
With my Aveapon I struck 
off about half a yard of its tivil, but dcs])ite 
the rapidity with which we had iictcd 
Couppo had been crushed and strangled tf) 
death.. 
During the whole of the sc^no 
Maul son i-emainod stock still, pctrilicd 
With fear—a fact that did not surprise 
me." 


The frightful death of Couppe had the 
effectof demonilizing tlio survivors. Bciui- 
det liimself—the courageous Boaudot—was 
attacked with a violent fever and at last 
gave up. " I can't go any farther," he said. 
"Let us look for some tribe of negroes with 
whom you can leave me. 
You push on, 
and good luck and the blessing of a dying 
man go witli you." 


Soon aft«r they fell in with a tri1-)e of 
very i)oor negroes to whom tlicy exjilained 
the situation by gestures, and who con- 
sented to look after their sick i-oniiianioii. 
Then Boiml(>t bade him an alTcctionate 
farewell, knowing full well that lie would 
never sec him agiiiii.

Mauleon, for whom he had never any sviii- 
pathv. 
A frw d.-ivs l;itor tlu^ fellow ¡ibnii-

"They want to keep you and marry you 
to the girl who took a fancy to you. 
That 
is all," was the reply. 


The foreman of tho Duteh plantation re- 
ceived the fugitive kindly and gave him 
work. 
In a few months he was entirely 
restored to health, and having amassed a 
little money was able to make his way to 
the Surinam gold mines and thence to 
Demarara, in British Guiana, where he 
conceived the unfortunate idea of return- 
ing to France. 
He was starving when he 
gave himself up to the police. ' 


He is the sole survivor of the band that 
set out from the penal settlement, the 
traitor Mauleon dying of exhaustion and 
; fever at a Duteh settlement a few weeks 
i after he abandoned his companion. 
Great 
interest has been excited in Bourdet's case, 
and everything possible is being done to 
Induce the president of the republic to par- 
don him when he has served the term of 
six months' Imprisonment to which he was 
sentenced.

In t h e east when a man styles 
himself

It is 
n o t a t e r m so strong in this country, 
where, if a dog has a fair chance, he 
som'etimes shows more 
nobility 
of 
character than some h u m a n specimens 
t h a t we wot of; b u t the m a n g y curs 
of the oriental cities, as I know by my 
own observation, are utterly 
detesta- 
ble. 
Mephibosheth gives the utmost 
term of seif-lothing .when he cpmpares 
himself to a dog, and dead a t that. 


Consider the 
analogy.

soul begins~to tremble. It says: " W h a t 
is God going to do with me now?

GERMINATION 
OF 
NUTS. 


Tbose of Cold ConntrlAfl Retain Tltelr Vi- 
tal! t j for Jttanjr Tears. 


I t is a very common notion in the 
n o r t h t h a t nuts—butternuts, for 
in- 
stance—will not g r o w until they are 
frozen, and t h a t this freezing is neces- 
sary to open t h e i r shells. 
A moment's 
t h o u g h t o u g h t to recall t h e fact t h a t 
m a n y of the hardest-shelled n u t s are 
native to regions where freezing is un- 
known. 
As for our n o r t h e r n 
nuts, 
t h e y drop w i t h or before the foliage of 
t h e trees which bear them; and in the 
still air of t h e forest or grove the snow 
lies level, while t h e dead leaves, with 
t h e snow, 
constitute, 
even 
here 
in 
n o r t h e r n Vermont and adjoining Can- 
ada, one of t h e most perfectly frost- 
proof coverings, habitually made use 
of in our gardens to protect our half- 
hardy and tender plants in winter. 


Some—indeed, I think many, if not 
all our n o r t h e r n nuts—retain their vi- 
tality, u n d e r favorable conditions, for 
many years. 
Having last spring a call 
for a lot of y o u n g b u t t e r n u t 
trees, I 
planted 
a considerable 
quantity 
of 
n u t s which had been k e p t in a shed lot 
f o r four or five years. 
E v e r y n u t veg- 
etated, and they all made a growth of 
from ten to twelve inches during the 
season. 
These n u t s have unquestion- 
ably been subjected to a temperature 
f a r below zero every winter since they 
were gathered, b u t none of their shells 
were cracked or loosened. 
I do not 
think their vitality would have been 
preserved had this occurred. 


So far as my observation and expe- 
rience have yet extended, in reference 
to the vitality of n u t s (and these cover 
a considerable extent of 
territory— 
f r o m Canada to Tennessee), they rare- 
ly vegetate extensively near the 
trees 
f r o m which they fall. 
Perhaps this is 
chiefly due to the activity of boys and 
squirrels 
in 
harvesting- 
the 
crop. 
Where the trees .stand closely there 
maj' may also be a lack of 
sun-force 
to s t a r t g-ermiuation. 
If it were 
not 
for its rough shell the b u t t e r u u t would 
have a very 
exteusive 
sale, 
for 
in 
quality it is decidedly superior to the 
so-called English waluut, and it 
will 
e n d u r e a much colder climate.—Gar- 
den aud Forest.

In the 
beautiful parable of the Prodigal Son 
our Lord bos illustrated the readiness 
and fullness with whloh the F a t h e r for- 
gives the erring and p^.tiltent child, and 
the experience of countless lives testi- 
fies the fulfillment of Tiod's promise« of 
pardon. 
I t is not strange t h a t 
this 
t r u t h should come to fill a large a n d im- 
portant place in the system of Chris- 
t e n doctrine, nor tha^i it 
should 
be 
abused by some who pvofesa to be lol- 
lo-yvefs of Jesus Chrls^. 
' 


We need to realize that restoration 
to the favor .of God through, our sincere 
penitence does hot remove all the conse- 
quences of our evil doing, 
No doubt 
David truly repented, cf^hls ¿in and re- 
ceived the pardon of God, btit the con- 
sequence remained, in very large meas^ 
ure, during all of David's life. 
Divine 
pardon did not carry with it the restora- 
tion of Uriah to life, nor the reestablish- 
m e n t of the home t h a t had 
been 
de- 
stroyed. 
P a r e n t s m a y bequeath 
to 
their children viciou=« tendencies and 
depraved appetites, and then t u r n to 
God and find forgiveness. B u t that act 
of forgiveness does not revoke the lega- 
cy t h a t has been transmitted. The chil- 
dren go on with their inheritance of evil 
tendency unaffected by the penitence 
of parents or the pardon of God. 
We 
may sincerely sorrow over the fact that 
in rebellious days our . in~fluence 
led 
others into sin; but no nmouiit of sor- 
row can recall the inf uence, and 
no 
amount of effort can undo the 
i n j u r y 
we wrought. 
No one cen thoiightfully 
consider the working.s of the law of 
heredity, or the irrevocableness of hu-^ 
m a n action and influence 
w i t h o u t 
a 
deepening sense of ths po-wer which is 
Involved in sin. 


Neither does forgiveness remove all 
the consequences to ourselves of our 
shi. 
Was David ever ns happy a 
roan 
a f t e r his sin as he was before it was 
committed? 
Whenever he t h o u g h t of 
his baseness would he not be filled with 
shame and self-reproacJi? 
The mercy 
of God made David's sin not a whit les.5 
heinous than it was when first Com- 
mitted. 
In His forgiveness God does 
not change the moral quality of the 
evil done by us, so t h a t the bad be- 
cohies good, neither are 
these 
evil 
things annihilated. 
He restores us to 
His favor, and that ¡.s all. 
If any illus- 
tration of tbis fact were necessary, it 
is furnished in tbe physical results of 
sin, and the fact that these results are 
unaifected by consequent 
change 
in 
moral character and relation to God. 
The man who in a drunken debauch has 
his eye gouged out by a coinpanion, 
goes without that eye for the rest of his 
life. 
He may reform and become 
ah 
earnest and successful preacher of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, b u t God will 
perform no miracle to restore the lost 
eye. 
Many a Christian man 
carries 
*nbout in his body to-day 
the 
conse- 
quences of sins which he abandoned, 
and of which he repented long years 
ago. 


Our God is exceedingly gracious 
and 
merciful, delighting to receive all w h o 
come to Him, and to forgive all w h o 
seek pardon. 
We cannot too 
highly 
prize the assurances of His love given 
us in His Word, nor overvalue the im- 
portance of seeking pardon of Him f o r 
our sins. 
But let us not presume. 
Sin 
is an awful thing. 
It injures our fel- 
lows and scars ou r owm souls. I t is to be 
feared that some deluded ones imagine 
t h a t they can go on sinning a t their 
will until the hour of death is near a t 
hand, and then, by seeking 
pardon, 
make life as if it had not been filled with 
evil doings. 
If sincerely penitent they 
will receive forgiveness of God; 
b u t 
they cannot, forgiveness cannot undo 
the past. 
It is even to be feared t h a t 
some professing Christians do things 
which they know to be w r o n g with 
the t h o u g h t that -when a 
convenient 
time comes they will ask forgiveness. 
This is to make commerce of the Divine 
mercy, ond can Only result in God's con- 
demnation resting upon them.

There is no sunset f o r one whose eyes 
are closed, and there ii. no joy for one 
who believes himself So be badly treat- 
ed. 
There never yet was an 
environ- 
m e n t so perfect t h a t a m a n could not 
find fault with it if he hod a bitter soul, 
nor an environment so full of hardship 
t h a t a m a n could not find some comfort 
in it if he was willing to look and knew 
where to look. 


The chief mission of religion, as I 
understand it, is, 
first, 
t o 
change 
a 
man's attitude toward events by faith 
in God's love and wisdom, and, second, 
to so inform h i m t h a t he will be able to 
use his life to the beat advantage. That 
is w h a t is m e a n t by the new birth, and 
in very t r u t h the general outlook be- 
comes. so different f r o m anything be- 
fore experienced t h a t no greater change 
could be made if he were to be literally 
b o m again. 


I t is possible to think of the 
good 
t h i n g s and lay the others aside,; to dwell 
on w h a t makes our happiness and to ig- 
nore all else.

terialism, and.how mu(ih mbre marvel- 
ous when you recognize t h a t intjeiior 
something which is in.dë^ndènt of the 
mere machine and will live a better and 
broader life without, it a f t e r the. airy 
nothing which we call death Jias done 
its little all. 


And then w h a t a world this body and 
soul creature has for a residence. 
Can 
ever ecstasy conceive anything 
more 
beautiful t h a n the physical universe? 
The changing seasons, 
unrolled 
d a y 
a f t e r day by unseen hands and presents 
ing a new picture w i t h every dawn;

Mrs. Stevenson was a frail infant, bom 
ìiniStòekholm Jan. 1,< 1863.= She did not 
walk until 4 years old. 
She learned to 
talli only at the age of 7. All this time, 
as far as recollection goes, she heard pe- 
cidiar things in the air. 


"I used to teli my mother about it, '' she 
¡'said, "saying that I thought it was God- 
who.was talking .to me and showing mo 
V thingSj but she became invariably greatly 
distressed, said.it was sacrilege to think of 
God coming to me thus, and I would be 
whipped- 
' 


"My mother and I would pray together 
fpr'iae and when we had finished I would 
• be whipped again. 


" I ,ran ai^ay from home one day, taking 
with me a white apron of my mother's 
and a prayer book. The apron I tied about 
my .shoulders like a gown of a minister, 
and standing on some stone or stump I 
read and preached from the sacred volume. 
For three days I lived in the woods, eating 
blackberries ¿hat I might not starve and 
meanwhile holding constant communion 
and converse with the spirits of the air. 


To the "voices of the atmosphere" she 
holds heraelf indebted for her knowledge 
of the English language. 
She learned it 
rapidly, though never taking jj. lesson. At 
first she devoted herseW to the practice of 
her profession. For the last fl.ve years she 
has lectured with success, never preparing 
a, lecture in advance, but speaking from 
inspiration. 
In California she married 
Dr. Stevenson four years ago. He is an in- 
valid,, unable to, li ve elsewhere tlian in the 
climate of California, and much sorrow, 
she imys, is therefore connected with her 
married life.

The fear of Beelzebub is strong upon the 
miserable niasseswho consritute tlu> popu- 
lation of New York city's poverty stricken 
eiist side. 
Ignoitince -pi-cvails there, and 
siiperBtition is rife. 
Out of this univer.sal 
sui)crstition has arisen recently a remark- 
able series of devil seeirifi panics. 


Striingely enough, the.^e devil panics 
have centered in tlie pu blic schools. 


It is gencKvlIy agreed, that a little He- 
brew girl started the scare. 
She heard at 
home that the millennium, or rather tlie 
Jewish equivalent, was coming, and that 
prior to its arriviU the devil was coming to 
remove such peoxilc as had forfeited their 
right to paradise. The youngster told tliis 
story in the school and tho result was soon 
apparent. 
The children did nothing l)ut 
talk about the expectcd visit of the devil 
and worked themselves u p to such a state 
of nervousness that when the author of the 
yarn rushed into the pkiyroom one after- 
noon, shi'ieking at the top of her lungs 
that she had just seen tbje devil, there was 
a stampede. 


Although this trouble was soon sup- 
pressed, the damage was done, and the 
story spread all over the east side. 
The 
children of other schools talked about it in 
whispers, and the story gradually increased 
in horrible details until a point was reach- 
ed where the mere cry of "The devil!" was 
enough to set a thousand children wild.

The history of the diplomatic rela- 
tions between Er.gland and the Un.ite-l 
States in itself suggests a rich field for 
study, and one of the most interesting 
and heretofore utnvritten 
c'uapters 
is 
the famous Trent affair, an incident 
which can be vividly recalled by the 
surviving veterans of the civil 
'Nvar. 
The story of this celebrated event, up- 
on the solution of v,-hose delicate prob- 
lem hung, for a time, the existence of 
this country, has been, for the iirst 
time, completely told in all its detail 
by Prof. Thoraas L. Harris of the Uni- 
versity 
of 
Chicago in a book called 
"The Trent Affair." 


It is well known to the student of 
history that disturbed relations have 
existed betwen England and the United 
States in almost unbroken succesoion 
since the war of the revolution. 
First 
after the revolution can-;e the British 
claim oi the right of search and the 
war of 1812 resul'Led. 
Then came the 
troubles oi 183-1. growiag- out 
of ' the 
same claim, and again in 1858, at which 
time the Cuban outrage created .such 
general 
indignation. 
Towards 
(.he 
close of 1S60 Britisli and American in- 
ternational affairs had assttmed a much 
more favorable 
aspect 
than 
usual. 
President Buchanan in 
his 
message 
congratulated the country upon 
the 
friendly relations since the 
Cla}"ton- 
Bulwer treaty had been settled and the 
right of search claimed 
by 
England 
again adjusted. 
The prince of Wales 
had just paid a visit to this country, 
and as the London Pest of November 
16, 1860, said: "We believe an alliance 
has been consolidated which will en- 
dure for the mutual benefit not only of 
the two nations, but of the civilized 
world. 


But things soon changed. 
They al- 
ways do when things are not just to 
the avaricious liking of John Bull. On 
Dec: 17, 1860, South Carolina seceded 
and the civil war was on. 
Mr. Harris 
shov.s conclusively the English sym- 
pathy for the confederate cause, quot- 
ing Justine McCarty, Sir Edward Bul- 
wer I.ytton and W. E. Gladstone, who, 
in a spcech at Edinburgh, Jan. 5, 1862, 


COMMISSIONER SLIDELL. 
said: 
"The 
federal government 
can 
never succeed in putting down the re- 
bellion. 
If it should it would only be 
the preface and introduction of politi- 
cal difficulties far greater than the war 
Itself." 
The author then shov/s the ef- 
forts of the confederacy to secure rec- 
ognition by European powers, giving 
tho correspondence with 
much 
full- 
ness, and shows with what precipita- 
tion Queen Victoria issued her neutral- 
ity proclamation within sixty days after 
Lincoln's inauguration. 


The first agents of the south had ac- 
complished nothing, and it was, there- 
fore, decided by the 
confederacy 
to 
send new representatives to England 
and France, who were to be commis- 
sioned as ambassadors. James Murray 
Mason of "Virginia and John 
Slidell, 
senator of Louisiana, were seleçted. 
As Prof. Harris says: 
"Mr. Mason was 
a man of great personal mark, possess- 
ing ability of the highest order. 
Mr. 
Slidell had been in the lower house and 
was a member of the senate at the 
time of Louisiana's secession. 
Both 
v;ere ultra secessionists, active and tîil- 
ented. 
Their object was to secure if 
possible the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of the confederate govern- 
meni by the respective states to which 
they were accredit'id." 


The southern ports being blockaded, 
Messrs. Mason and Slidel were com- 
pelled to run the blockade by night in 
leaving the country. 
Charleston 
was 
selected by them as the point of depart- 
ure and.it Vi'as announced by the con- 
federate press that they would take 
passage on tho privateer 
Nashville. 
This boat left the harbor on the night 
of Oct. 10. 1861. in order to draw off 
the federal cruisers, and shortly after, 
Mr. IMason, with his secretary and Mr. 
Sli,..ell, with his secretary, 
wife and 
four children, embarked on the Theo- 
dore, stealing out of the harbor at mid- 
night in a pouring 
rain. 
The 
boat 
escaped the watchful cruisers of the 
blockading squadron and the party ar- 
rived at Havana. Oct. 17, whei-e they 
were entertained while av.aiting an En- 
steamer to cairy them to Eng- 


lauc;. 


On Nov. 7 the oartv cmhavVp/i o.. 
the Hritlsh ster.mer Trent, at Havana, 
for i-^t. Thomas 
island, whore 
rhey

v-ith a steamer for

The S'camer Trent, fl.v-

"Upon the floor 
of the senate Mr. Hale referred '..o a 
conversaiion which he had just had 
with Senator Lane of Indiana, who had 
said that the slate of Indiana had then 
60,000 men in the field and she would 
double that number within- sixty days 
if a war 
with 
Gr-oat Britain 
wore 
brought about." 
A ntimber of news- 
papers are quoted, among which is the 
Indianapolis Sentinel of Dec. 7, 1S61, 
which said editorially: 
"We can only 
hope that those at the head of the gov- 
ernment may be equal to the emerg- 
ency and that they will maintain the 
honor of the nation at whatever sacri- 
fice." 
, Mr. Harris gives the cabinet discus- 
sions in full, much of which informa- 
tion Is published for the first time, and 
devotes an interesting chapter to the, 
views of European nations concerning 
the Trent case. 
The reply to England's 
demand of Secretary Seward is quoted 
and analyzed and 
in many 
respects 
criticised. 
He shows from numerous 
quotations the joy felt in Englmid at 
tho concGssion of the northern states 
and quotes from a spech of Vv. B. Glad- 
stone,: deli^^^red at Edinburg in Janu- 
ary, 1862, as follows: 


"Let us look to the fact that in the 
midst of exultation and in a country 
where the principles of popular govern- 
ment and of democracy are carried to 
the extreme, that even, however. In 
this matter of life and death as they 
think it to be—that while ebullitions 
were taking place all over the cotmtry 
of joy and exultation at capture—that 
even then this popular and democratic 
government has under a demand of a 
foreign power written 
these 
words: 
'The four commissioners will be cheer- 
fully liberated.'" 


In criticising the reply of Secretary 
Seward and in treating of the interna- 
tional law bearing upon the Trent af- 
fair, Mr. Harris draws the 
following 
conchisions: "Neither of the commis- 
sioners nor their dispatches (being of 
non-military character) were 
contra- 
band of war; a neutral power is en- 
titled to hold necessary informal rela- 
tions with an unrecognised beligerent; 
the Trent had in no way violated her 
duties as a neutral ship; Capt. Wilkes 


COMMISSIONER MASON, 
had a right to search the Trent for 
contraband of war; Capt. Wilkes had 
no right to seize the persons or dis- 
patches of the confederate commis- 
sioners at the time he did; viewed sole- 
ly from the standpoint of international 
law sound reasons were not given for 
the surrender of the commissioners by 
Secretary Seward." 


Although Mr. Harris accedes 
this 
muc'h to the British side of the question 
he strongly criticises England for her 
action in so precipitately preparing for 
•wajR.

It is now 
conceded by all who pretend to a 
knowlenge of the bicycle and of tires 
that the double tube tire is much the 
most practical and at the same time 
the fastest form of tire in the world. 
In the 60 called single tube tire, wherein 
the whole fabric of the tire is cemented 
and vulcanized together, the walls of 
the tire are made of several layers of 
fabric and the tires so made are stiff 
and unyielding, as compared with the 
double tube tire, in which the inner 
lining is free to move independently of 
the outer wearing cover. 
All the 
important speed records of the world 
are now held by the double tube tires, 
and during the present year it is inter 
eating to note that all of the fastest 
riders of the United States are mounted 
on this form of tire. 


As the racing man loses no opportu- 
nity to select such apparatus as will 
conduce to the last item of speed, as 
his reputation, salary and consequent 
glory depend entirely upon his success 
as a racing man and a winner, he has 
gradually abandoned the single tube 
form of tire and taken to the double 
tube, and as a result the records for 
speed have been repeatedly lowered 
within the past year and new records 
are now being made almost daily. It 
is apparent that the days of the single 
tube are numbered and in a short time 
no racii^ man will 
feel properly 
equipped unless mounted on the double 
tube tire. 


Another important point is that the 
double tube tires are greatly more dur 
able. The single tube tire is all right 
for a very short time, but the average 
life of the single tube tire, owing to the 
peculiarities of its manufacture, is but 
a few months, and when the single 
tube is once punctured it seems impos- 
sible to repair them so that they wil 
remain air tight, the plugs, whether 
vulcanized in or not, soon work loose, 
besides disfiguring the tire and making 
hard lumps, whicl^, on a smooth road 
can be felt at Mch revolution of the 
wheel. 


It is a very difiScult matter to 'make 
a tire air tight. The holding of the air 
depends upon the integrity of the 
inner lining in any tire where this 
inner lining cannot be removed. It is 
impossible to make the tire air tight 
for any length of time, and it is im- 
portant for new riders to know that the 
larger number of lea>-s are from causes 
which cannot be located on the outer 
surface of the tire. Hence the im- 
portance of having the air-containing 
tube removable for inspection and re 
pair. 


The United States is about two years 
late in trying the single tube tire. It 
was thoroughly tested out in use, in 
England and on the Continent, two 
years ago, and has been completely 
abandoned there because of lack of 
durability, impossibility of repair, and 
the constant accompaniment of slow 
leaks which cannot be located.

UNITED STATES CHURCH ARMY. 


Protestant Episcopal 
Organization Xbat 
Contains Elements of Growth. 


All arrangements for the carrying on 
and spread of the new United States 
Church army are now made, and when 
the military director, Col. H. H. Had- 
ley, sailed for Europe a short time ago 
he left behind an organization estab- 
lished on a firm basis. Colonel Hadley 
beilleves tl^at within a year the army 
will have reaiched to very great propor- 
tions. 


Intrinsically 
the 
United 
States 
Church army is a Protestant Episcopal 
Institution, having for its object the 
growth 
and 
strengthening 
of 
that 
church. Mr. James K. Blakewell had 
a few years ago started a church army 
in Pittsburg with the full approval of 
Bishop Whitehead, and he and Colonel 
Hadley had considerable correspond- 
ence, culminating in a suggestion that 
the latter organize and take command 
of a United States Church army. Plans 
were formulated providing for rescue 
work, total abstinence, and church 
loyalty, and submitted to Bishop Pot- 
ter, and through him were brought for 
consideration 
before a special 
com- 
mittee of the Parochial Missions so- 
ciety, and approved. In general the 
church army is modelled on the lines 
of the regular United States army. 
Its 
staff officers, attached to the staif of 
the military director, are: 1. A chief 
of staff. Major ^muel F. Jones, super- 
intendent St. Stephen's Bescue Mis- 
sion, Boston; an aide-de-camp, Major 
(Miss) S. Wray, song evangelist, New 
York; a chief adjutant, Major James 
K. Blakewell, commandant first regi- 
ment U. S. C. A., Pittsburg; a field 
marshall, Major Alexander H. Leo of 
Philadelphia. All officers, soldiers and 
recruits are expected to try, with God's 
help, to win at least one drinking per- 
son to Christ and the church within

Candidate Bryan Enjoys the 


Quiet of Home. 


Popnllsts Clettlug Ready for Their Con- 


veulton—Tnnbeaeck Returns 


to SI. Louis. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 18 —It was near

the notification Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
will go with Mr. and Mrs. Sewall and 
spend a week with them at the Sewall 
summer home in Maine. 


ST. Louis, Mo, July 18 —Among the 


arrivals this morning was Governor 
Stone, of Missouri. He came, he said, 
in response to a telegram from some of 
the populists who are in favor of the 
nomination or endorsement of Bryan 
and is to do missionary work among 
the "middle" contingent. The latter 
are to hold a mass meeting at the Lin- 
dell hotel Sunday to start the move- 
ment against Bryan, and Governor 
Stone and other friends of the demo- 
sratic candidate will try to neutralize 
she effects of the opposition. 


The executive committee of 
the 


populist party are to meet this after- 
noon, a quorum of the members having 
arrived. 
They are Taubeneck, 
of 


Illinois, Turner, of Washington, "Cy- 
clone" Davis, of Texas, Strickler, of 
Nebraska, Washburn, of Massachusetts, 
and Gather, of Alabama. The absen- 
tees, Donnelly, of Minnesota, McFallin, 
of New York, and Rankin, of Indiana, 
are expected tonight. The business to

Some came from Mississippi this morn- 
ng, and they say they are opposed to 
Bryan. Telegrams were received from 
the Rhode Island, Connecticut, Michi- 
gan and Texas delegations, who an- 
nounced they would take a position in 
the "middle of the road" column, in 
other words would favor a straight 
ticket and a purely populist declaration 
of principles. 


Chairman Taubeneck has returned 


rrom Chicago and his coming was the 
signal for renewed activity on the part 
of the populists, who hope to prevent 
an endorsement of Bryan and the Chi- 
cago platform. His visit to Chicago 
was partly due to his fear that the 
Illinois delegation would leave him in 
the lurch, and was apparently not 
jroductive of results. This morning 
ae was in secret conference with the 
anti-Bryan leaders and the national 
headquarters were practically deserted. 


There are so many other populists in 


Illinois who are believed to hold the 
same opinion that Mr. Taubeneck is 
disturbed. To have one's own delega- 
tion go against him would be very 
distasteful. In the discussions of the 
anti-Bryan men this morning no defi- 
nite plan of action was agreed upon, 
but they seemed determined to make 
a straight out fight for a separate ticket 
and platform. At the Oklahoma Bryan 
aeadquarfers there is much jubilation 
over the indications of the growing 
strength of the movement to endorse 
Bryan and Sewall.

lation on this subject, would the silver 
dollar be depreciated to fifty cents in 
comparison with the gold dollar?

The above is a communication re- 


ceived at this oflice h^t evening. It is 
similar to questions on the same sub- 
jecta sent to us at ditleront timc-n dur- 
ing the last several days and not 
answered because in an editorial, ap- 
beariQginTnKSKNTiSKi,onthe26 th day 
of June, the day after Mr. Fairbank's 
speech in this city, we had given the 
identical information asked for above, 
and had written at some considerable 
length on the subject. 
If our in- 


quirers will turn to that issue they will 
find the information requested put in a 
better manner, perhaps, and given in a 
more extended form than it is today. 


In answer, however, to the above 


questions we will say briefly that under 
the 
principles 
of the 
democratic 


national plat'orm providing for the 
free coinage of silver there would be 
371 j grains of pure silver in a silver 
dollar and 23 2 of pure gold in a gold 
dollar. 


Although the silver dollar is worth 


in the commercial business of the coun- 
try just as much as the gold dollar, and 
pasaete as such in all avenues of trade, 
ihe bullion value of the silver in the 
ilver dollar is now only worth about 
iifty-three cents. 
This is because the 


United States, since 1873, has been 
egishting against silver, shutting it 
out from the mints, and the demand 


for siker as bullion is restricted to its 
use in the arts. Give silver the same 
rights of coinage that gold has and at 
once the bullion value of silver would 
equal the coin value, just as at present 
the bullion and the coin value of gold 
is the same. 
Under a double standard, 


as proposed by the democratic plat- 
form, the silver dollar would be the 
equal in every respect of the gold dol- 
lar.

The bicycle today stands as practi- 


cally the only attractive form of out 
door exercise, which Americans espe- 
cially have so much needed. It is now 
conceded by all who pretend to a 
knowlenge of the bicycle and of tires 
that the double tube tire is much the 
most practical and at the same time 
the fastest form of tire in the world. 
In the so called single tube tire, wherein 
the whole fabric of the tire is cemented 
and vulcanized together, the walls of 
the tire are made of several layers ot 
fabric and the tires so made are stiff 
and unyielding, as compared with the 
double tube tire, in which the inner 
lining is free to move independently of 
the outer wearing cover. 
All the 


important speed records of the world 
are now held by the double tube tires, 
and during the present year it is inter- 
esting to note that all of the fastest 
riders of the United States are mounted 
on this form of tire. 


As the racing man loses no opportu- 


nity to select such apparatus as will 
conduce to the last item of speed, as 
his reputation, salary and consequent 
glory-depend entirely upon his success 
as a racing man and a winner, he has 
gradually abandoned the single tube 
form of tire and taken to the double 
tube, and as a result the recoids for 
speed have been repeatedly lowered 
within the past year and new records 
are now being made almost daily. It 
it apparent that the days of the single 
tube are numbered and in a short time 
no racing man will 
feel properly 


equipped unless mounted on the double 
tuba tire. 


Another important point is that the 


double tube tires are greatly more dur- 
able. The single tube tire is all right 
for a very short time, but the average 
life of the single tube tire, owing to the 
peculiarities of its manufacture, is but 
a few months, and when the single 
tuba is once punctured it deems impos- 
sible to repair them so that they will 
remain air tight, the plugs, whether 
vulcanized in or not, soon work loose, 
besides disfiguring the tire and making 
hard lumps, which, on a smooth road, 
can be felt at each revolution of the 
wheel.

It is a very difficult matter to make 


a tire air tight. The holding of the air 
depends upon the integrity of the 
inner lining in any tire where this 
inner lining cannot be removed. It is 
impossible to make the tire air tight 
for any length of time, and it is im- 
portant for new riders to know that the 
larger number of leaks are from causes 
which cannot be located on the outer 
surface of the tire. Hence the im- 
portance of having the air-containing 
tube removable lor inspection and re* 
pair. 


The United States is about two years 


late in tiying the single tube tire. It 
was thoroughly tested out in use, m 
England and on the Continent, two 
years ago, and has been completely 
abandoned there because of lack of 
durability, impossibility of repair, and 
the constant accompaniment of slow 
leaks which cannot be located.

UNITED STATES CHURCH ARMY. 


Proteitant Episcopal Organization lliat 


CoBtalm Elements ot Growth. 


All arrangements for the carr> ing oa 


and spread of the new United States 
Church army are now made, and when 
the military director, Col. H. H. Had- 
ley, sailed for Europe a short time ago 
he left behind an organization estab- 
lished on a firm basis. Colonel Hadley 
believes that within a year the army 
will have reached to very great propor- 
tions. 


Intrinsically 
the 
United 
States 


Church army Is a Protestant Episcopal 
Institution, having for its object the 
growth and strengthening of that 
church. Mr. James K. Blakewell had 
a few years ago started a church army 
iu Pittsburg with the full approval of 
Bishop Whltehead, and he and Colonel 
Hadley had considerable correspond- 
ence, culminating in a suggestion that 
the latter organize and take command 
of a United States Church army. Plans 
tvere formulated providing for rescue 
work, total abstinence, and church 
loyalty, and submitted to Bishop Pot- 
ter, and through him -nerp brought for 
consideration before a special com- 
mittee of the Parochial Missions so- 
ciety, and approved. In general the 
church army is modelled on the lines 
of the regular United States army. Its 
staff officers, attached to the staff of 
the military director, are: 1. A chief 
of staff, Major Samuel F. Joues, super- 
intendent SL Stephen's Rescue Mis- 
sion, Boston; an aide-de-camp, Major 
(Miss) S. Wray, song evangelist, Xew 
York; a chief adjutant. Major James 
K. Blakewell, commandant first regi- 
ment U. S. C. A.. Pittsburg; a field 
marshal!, Major Alexander H. Leo of 
Philadelphia. All officers, soldiers and 
recruits are expected to try, with God's 
help, to win at least one drinking per- 
son to Christ and the church within

or two, and actually I almost pitied 
him. Why? Because lie bad'never had 
any experience in the woods before, and 
he was going with a party of men who 
were equally ignorant, I had been in 
the same boat once, and I confess that, 
much as I enjoyed my later camping 
trips, the menioiy of that first experi- 
ence is not altogether a pleasant one. 
The charm of novelty, which is gener- 
ally sufficient to cover many discom- 
forts, was iiot great enough to make mo 
wholly forget tho price we paid for our 
inexperience aud the resulting n;intakes. 


No, the novice at camj.ing does not 


generally have n good time on his first 
ontiug unless ho has as a comrade a 
camper of experience. If he doesn't, ho 
most find out a lot of things for himself. 
Woodcraft cannot be learned from books, 
and how to camp comfortably is an ac- 
complishment ihstciui only be acquire -1 
by those who have ) he instinct of tho 
\vcods lover. 


This need not discourage any amateur 


camper. 
If I thought it would, I 


shouldn't say <\ word about it. But the 
man or boy who really loves the woods 
is not one to be easily discouraged. Be- 
sides, these remarks apply to the geiiu- 
inu camper, for thero arc camps ami 
camps. 
Some people think they are 


camping out when they sleep in a care- 
fully built- log cabin furnished with 
bearskin rugs, Mexican hammocks, 
rocking chairs, gas, hot water and tho 
like. Many of tho big mountain hotels 
have this sort of cabins located on ad- 
jacent lawns, and they are rented at 
fancy prices to people who ;,-:-t their 
meals in the/ hotel dining room mid im- 
agine they are camping out. 


But- the real camper is he who leaves 


railroads and civilization far behind 
and has his outfit carted or boated to 
some remote spot where there is not a 
honso in sight aud where the wilderne.-s 
is undisturbed. Then 1m may rough it 
in tlm full sense of the term. Let him 
get "ten miles from a lemou," aud he 
will be ut a safe distance. 


The selection of the outfit is where 


ho will first bo called upon to show 
what he has learned by experience. 
First comes the tent. A wall or mili- 
tary tent is undoubtedly the roomiest, 
but sonic cr.mpcrs prefer a wedge or A 
tent because it is of simpler construc- 
tion and easier put tip, but this is a 
matter of taste. In cither case take ;v 
teut cover. This may be made of cheap 
cottou duck, but of course light canvas 
is hotter. The cover serves as an extra 
roof to yonr canvas home, and not only 
makes it rainproof, but gives you a cool 
teat if the weather is warm. The cover

should .be stretched tightly over tho 
roof of 1h« tout proper, so as to leave a 
spare of about afoot between it ami tho 
canvas. A hood of similar material will 
jnake an excellent porch roof for your 
frontdoor and add much <o tho com- 
forts of teat life. All old campers ap- 
preciate these simple, additions, which 
seldom come with a regular tent. 


When you lay in your stock of pro- 


visions, do riot have them packed in one 
big bos that cannot be conveniently 
transported. Put them rather in potato 


bags, so that they may bo shouldered if 
necessary, for yon may have to carry 
everything from the. wagon for some 
distance to reach yonr camp site. 
T)n 


not take sugar,, coffee, tea, etc.. in paper 
bags. Have instead a lot of fins with 
tight fitting covers. You will see the 
Wisdom in this after yonr outfit has 
been once soaked by rain. SVhatcver clso 
yon leave ont don't-forget that salt pork 
and plenty of it is a prime necessity in 
the woods where fresh meat, unless you 
are' going into a big game region, is not 
to be had. For a satisfactory and easily

or pilot bread and coffee cnu w relieo 
upon to furnish many a meal on days 
when the fish will ;i*t bite well or game 
will bo scarce. 


Take at least one box, not too large, 


though. Yon will need this for your re- 
frigerator. Oh, yes, a refrigerator is not 
an impossibility iu the woods. It is eas- 
ily made. Dig a hole in a shady place 
where the earth is damp and sink your 
box in it. Then, if the cover fits tightly, 
you can cover it over lightly and milk, 
eggs, meat, etc., will keep fresh almost 
as long in it as in an icebox. 


Now about the cooking fire. Only 


the best of campers can make a fire tlmt 
can bo successfully used to cook with. 
The novice invariably goes to v ork and 
builds up a little pyramid of sticks from 
which he gets more smoke than heat. 
In trying to cook ho blisters his hands, 
sears his eyebrows, melts the handles 
aud bottoms from his pots and pans and 
burns his meat to a crisp on the outside 
while tlic- center is as raw as if it had 
not been near the fire. 


Tho old camper goes about it differ- 


ently. Ho first cuts down a tree—a 
young elni or maple is best—and then 
he makes two logs, hewed flat on two 
sides, like railroad ties. These he puts 
side by side on the ground, not exact Iv 
parallel, but with an opening of about 
a foot at the wide end. Between these 
green logs he builds a small but hot firo 
of dry wood cut into short lengths. Aft- 
er tho wood has burned up well he puts 
ou his pots nnd pans, resting them on 
the flat surface of the logs. By driving 
a forked stick at each end of his "range" 
and placing a stout greeu pole across 
tho forks he lias a crane, from which ho 
can swing his kettle. Cooking after this 
fashion is almost us easy as using a 
stove. If you are on n l:\ke shore where 
there are plenty of good flat rocks yon 
cau, with a little ingenuity, build it 
small firebox that will bo just- as satis- 
factory. 


Tho campfire, which adds cheerful- 


ness ti the evenings, tiionlf.1 ce a differ- 
ent affair altogether. About 15 or 20 
feet iu front of your tent drive two 
stout green posts at a slight incline 
away from the tent In trimming them 
leave a few of the branches four or five 
inches on one side. Afiahist these stakes 
pile up more green logs so that yon have 
a back wall three or four feet high. Lay 
two more greeu logs on the ground in 
front to form the sides of your fireplace

and still another across the front of 
these. There you have a fireplace that 
will be » joy to your heart. When you 
build up a bluze in that, you will have 
a- fire before which you can sit without 
fear of smoke or flaaie, for the solid back 
wall prevents the wind from driving the 
smoke directly toward tho tent. The 
heat i.s radiated in the right direction, 
too, and ou chilly nights this is very 
comfortable. 


The selection of ,'i camp should bo 


made with care, for much of your com- 
fort depends upon it-. Don't stick tip 
your tent wherever yr-n happen to drop 
yonr outfit. Look over the location thor- 
oughly first Of course tho camp must 
be near water, but not tco near. A 
shaded knoll near n creek or (ho shore 
of the lake is an ideal spot. Just re- 
member that you will have some rainy 
days and pitch your teuton high ground. 
Dig a trench around it, too, with .some 
gutters to lead off the water that is sure 
to fall. Take time enough in putting 
up your tent '^ plant, the pole-; firmly if 
you don't want them to fall down with 
the first storm. 


Just bear that probable rainstorm in 


mind, too, when you make yonr bed. If 
yon havo a hijrh wall tent you can 
make, with a few forked stakes, a 
spring}' mattress of poles that will keep 
yon a few inches off the ground. Cover 
the poles with fir boughs, and there yon 
will have a couch on which you can 
defy storms and rheumatism. After yon 
have camped for two or thrco seasons 
and learned these and other tricks of 
woodcraft you will look forward with 
longing to a pleasant and comfortable, 
outing in the woods, and, what is more, 
yon will be able to realize it too.

Kvfingellne, nnd with the ndded adventngo 
of Iti al>solutu truthfulness, is that of tho 
Robertson cousins, ''ono born und both 
rniseJ" lx>tvreen New Siberia nnd Yennll- 
lon, in the western Techo country. 


Thi« atory, in addition to reminding tho 


muJer cf Evnngelino, willrocnll the touch- 
Ing story of Knoch Arden. The pity of It i^ 
thnt It remains for nn Inferior pen to de- 
wriho this strungo record of lovo and lio- 
l>ositlon. 


Early In tho century a handsome younc 


nian fame to the Teche country and estab- 
lished n school ut New It>tTi:i. He w»9 ret- 
icent as to his pnst. It wna said thnt ho 
was an Englishman of nohlo family, but 
hia diploma showed that he had taken a de- 
gree at fInrvnrd. 


Profe^or" Kobcrtson, as ho was called, 


FOOII luadu friends, and Mug active anil 
handsome as well as cultured ho soon be- 
came ii great favorite, among the French 
and English speaking ijcople, of that rich 
and beautiful land. 


After three years of successful teaching, 


during which time ho hud read law and 
was admitted to tho bar, Professor Robert- 
son, then 27 years of nge, was married to 
Louise Satal, the only daughter of M. Pa- 
l«il, a widower, and one of the richest sug- 
ar planters mid largest slave owners in 
that part of the state. 


M. Sal>al was an Invalid, but tho cares 


of the large estate that had broken him 
down were assumed by his eon-lrt-!aw, 
who worked with an energy and intelli- 
gence that, delighted the older man and 
surprised nl) tho neighl-^rj, who in that 
land i.f tho lotus carers delight in what 
tin- Italians call dolce far nlcnte, or tho 
joy of doing nothing. 


HcniioAill.i, or "the beautiful place," 


was the Spanish coma of M. Sabal's es- 
tate, nnd, no matter the original reason 
for the namiug, it soon deserved it under 
the energetic control of Professor Robert- 
son. 


M. Sab.il, while keopiug the title to tho 


estate still in his own numej took his son- 
in-law into partnership and from his earn- 
ings the latter Becuml an Interest. In tho 
great salt islands and nt one time owned 
much of the land purchased after this war 
by the popular actor Joseph Jefferson as 
a winter residence. 


II. Sahal, cased of all care, grow youn- 


ger and stronger. Professor Robertson had 
not only taken his father-in-law's place as 
a tireless executive, but he soon Ixjcamo an 
invalid, as tho senior had boon, for ho 
lacked the experience to harmonize his ef- 
forts with the climatic conditions—a mis- 
take many northern mcnmako in southern 
latitudes.

freed nnd Ijccauie soldiers, and black ruin 
linxJed over a liii'.d that had lately Ixvu 
thulo\eliett nnd happiest under tho sun. 
Great armies met along the sleepy bayous, 
and groat graveyards wero juado tindpr 
the moss dr.sped oaks. 


Now and then a worn, crippled loan, 


who had left full of hope <uid youth, ma-.lt> 
Ills way kick to the old home. From thcsu 
storied of tho many who had fallen on far- 
off fields were learned. 


In 1803 news caino down that \Yhar- 


tnn's rangers, 1,200 strong when they rode 
through .Louisiana two years before, wero 
reduced to 380, and among tho dt-ad was 
George Robertson. 


Another year and a ono armed man 


made his way back to the Teche. Ho 
claimed to fce the sole survivor of the can- 
noneers who had been wiped out by tho 
explosion of the mine before Petersburg. 


This was the last blow to the poor moth- 


er. 
Already weakened by ill health and 


anxiety, (the took to her ted, attended by 
Marie Del Mar, and died a few mouths be- 
fore the close of the war. 


In tho spring of Ifcflo Mr. Del Mar—he 


had lost his only son in the war—moved 
west to near Lako Charles, where he had a 
large cattle ranch. Although tho country 
WJLS almost a wilderness, Mrs. Del Mar 
anil her daughter were glad to get away 
from surroundings so suggestive of recent 
suffering. 


Tho Del Mars had been settled in their 


new home but a few months when n negro 
brought the.ni a letter from I^iko Charles 
villugi'. It was from Georgy Robertson, 
the hist captain of the cannoneers. 


After telling of his being blown up and 


raptured and his long stay in northern 
hospitals, the letter said: 


"The fact that I huvo changed so much 


that you will hardly recogiiizo me will, I 
nm sure, make mo none tho less welcome 
to tho only friends I have left. 
I am 


lame, my hearing is bad and my face dis- 
liifured, but my heart is unchanged. I 
hope to gather np tlio remnants of the es- 
tate and then take up tho lifo battle as 
best I may." 


Mr. Del Mar replied to this letter by 


driving to I^ako Charles, where liu greeted 
with tears of joy the son of his old friend, 
the betrothed of his daughter. 


The letter did not exaggerate tho facts. 


It was dtllicull to imagine this maimed, 
disfigured man, with sight und hearing 
impaired and cruel blue jxiwder marks on 
his Ixsurdcd fiice, to i»o tho handsome lieu- 
tenant of nearly ilvo yejirs Iwfore. 


The veteran was takeu to the ranch, and 


though shocked at tho change Mario Del 
Mar givcted her lover with all the old 
time warmth aud set about making him 
happy. 


Captain Robertson Improved 
rapidly 


and then set alxmt caring for tho estate, 
which was still the most valuable In the 
sugar country. 


The wonderful eucrgy and tho changed 


manners were attributed to his long cx- 
IKTience us a soldier. Six months after his 
return Captain Robertson and Marie Del 
Mar wero married and went on a wedding 
trip to Orange City, ou tho Saliinu, and on 
to Houston, whore thoy could sec no re- 
minder of the war. 


A few months after this Captain Robert- 


son rode to I^-iko Charles and hitched his 
horse to tho rack before the Lake hotel. 
Here, it> is said, he mot a man who had 
been u memlx-r of tho cannoneers, and tin- 
landlord reported angry words, so that ho 
foarcd u fight. 


Without transacting any business, Rob- 


ertson remounted 
and galloped to tho 


ranch. 
Saying to his wife and to her 


vent to u room used as an oflicu and lock- 
ed the door. 
A few minutes after the re- 


port of a pistol was heard. The door was 
burst oj.cn, and Holcrt*on was found on 
the lounge, with a purple hole in hi.s right 
temple and a revolver in hu hand. 


The man who had shot himself was 


George. Robertson, tho Texas ranger. ITp 
to tho day of tho suicide ho had Ijelleved 
his cousin of the cannoneers to bo dead, and 
to sec tiro the property and the bride ho had 
daringly imposed on the Del Mars and 
the otlicers of the law. 


Dried), Georgy Robertson had 
l>ecn 


wounded and eaptrrod, as narrated, hut 
he escaped to Can.idii, and thence made his 
way to Vai!cou\cr and Honolulu. He had 
hoard of hi.s mother's death and hod writ- 
ten Marie at tlie old address, but sho did 
not gut his letters. 


It turned out that the cousin had also 


been badly wounded and captured, hut ho 
took the oath of allegiance nnd remained 
in the north till tho war was over. 


"I should never ha\o made myself 


known had lie n«t learned that I was liv- 
ing and so killed himself," was what the 
true Rolx'rtson told his friends on tho day 
of his marriage.

Tnt of the LeuoD, II Sam. vJ, 1-12-sr.em- 


ory Verses, 11, 13 — Coldeu 'text, p». 
Izxxiv, 18—Commentary by the Ret. D. M. 
St<?arn». 


1. "Again David gathered together all 


ibcvliusen men of Israel, 30,000." In I 
Chron. nl\\, a. It is written that ho gath- 
ered all Israel from Kgypt toHomath, nnd 
it is also written In verso 1 of that chapter 
that ho dill this after consulting with his 
captains and lenders. Ills habit was to 
inquiry of the Lord (II Sam. v, 19, 23), 
but this looks like reliance upon tho wis- 
dom of man rather than upon God. See 
Ps. sxxvil, 5; I'rov. Ill, 6, 6, for tho right 
way In uvery matter. 


2. "To bring up from thonee tho ark of 


God, 
whoso name is called by tho name of 


tha Lord of Hosts that dwelloth between 
tho cherubim." Baaleof Judah UKirjath- 
jearim (.see margin), where tho ark had 
been In the housa of Ablnadab In the hill 
since tho Philistines had sent it home in 
tho now cart (I Aim. vll, l); probably over 
60 years, for it was there long before Saul 
was anoinu-d king, and ho reigned 40 
years (Acts xiii, L'l). The ark was tho 
special .symbol of tho presence of God, and 
when it was lirst made Ho told Sloses that 
Ho would commune with him from above 
the mercy seat, from between tho two 
cherubim (Ex. sxv, 22). So that it was 
tho place of meeting and of communion 
between God and man. It was u wondrous 
type of Christ as tho cud of the law for 
righteousness, and as the atonement for 
our sins. 


8. "And they set the nrfc of God upon n 


now cart." It was well enough for tho 
Philistines to do this, for they had no in- 
structions from God as to His pleasure, 
but Israel had commands from God that 
tho ark should bo borne upon tho shoulders 
of tho Leviies set apart for that purpose 
(Num. 
iv, 24, 25; vii, U). David also know 


this well (1 Chron. xv, 2), but, leaning 
Upon human wisdom, ho was for the time 
turned from tho wisdom of God. We 
must lean wholly upon God In nil things. 


4, 6. "And David and till the house of 


Israel played before tho Lord." It was a 
joyful procession, and it was seemingly to 
the glory of God, for were they not prais- 
ing Him and bearing His ark trlumphaut- 
ly to a placo prepared for it In tho Holy 
City? It was a grand display In a good 
cause, but It was not according to God's 
command, and however well a thing may 
look, and though it may Boem to bti for 
God's honor, yet if contrary to God's way 
it is simply disobedience, and His word 
concerning It is, "Who hath required this 
at your hand:-" (Isn. 1, 12.) As one has 
said, "Tho work of tho Lord must bo done 
in God's way, else it cannot bo for Bis 
glory." 


6. "Uzzah put forth Ills hand to the ark 


of God and took hold of it, for tho oxen 
shook it." The margin pays that they 
stumbled. This was tho beginning of tho 
trouble that day, or rather tho beginning 
of God's manifest disapproval of this way 
of doing things, for tho trouble began 
with David's not inquiring of the Lord. 
Then came, tho new cart instead of tho 
shoulders of the Levites. This new cart of 
David is very suggestive of all tho worldly 
ways adopted by the. people of God today 
to carry on what they call tho Lord's work. 
When Israel adopts Philistine methods 
rather than God's ways, trouble Is sure to 
follow, so when the church tries to follow 
tho world In tho amusement or entertain- 
ment business to get tho world to go to 
church, instead of giving herself to exalt 
tho Lord Jesus Christ and honor His word, 
Ho will indue time manifestly disown tho 
whole thing. .For every Haul (hat tho peo- 
ple of God honor in tlierr, attempts to bo 
like tho world the world will produce a 
Goliath and thus keep ahead till some 
David comes, in tho name of tho Lord and 
overcomes tho deflers of God. 


?. ''And tho auger of the Lord was kin- 


dled against Uzzah, and God smote him 
there for his error, and thero ho died by 
tho ark of God." One would think that if 
thero was a placo of safety on tho face of 
tho earth it would be by the ark of God, 
and yet thero Cz/ah died. There is no lifo 
but in tho way of God's commandments. 


8, !>. "And David was dispkriscd," "And 


David was afraid." 
Displeased with tho 


Lord and afraid of tho Lord. How unlike 
David! How unlike tho man who, in tho 
name of tho Lord, had slain Goliath! How 
great tho contrast Iretweon one walking 
humbly with God and one with some per- 


David's great thought that day was to got 
tho ark of thn Lord to himself at Jerusa- 
lem, as appears from this ninth verso. 
His thought was not so much God's glory 
and God's way as David's glory and Da- 
vid's way. Thus the intimacy between 
them was for the time broken, and David 
lost fellowship with God. 


10. "So David would not remove tho ark 


of tho Lord unto him into tho City of 
David." 
It was neither tho first nor tho 


lust occasion of sore hearts and misunder- 
standings, not easily healed, because of at- 
tempts by tho peoplo of God to adopt 
worldly ways. 
I know of one church in 


which their last fair or festival was held 
about H years ago, and in that church 
there aro to this day breaches unhealod be- 
cause of jealousies or misunderstandings 
at that time. I do with my whole heart 
believe that festivals and suppers, amateur 
theatricals, special music by unsaved peo- 
ple—in fact, tho whole entertainment busi- 
ness—in tho hotisu of God must go along 
with such teaching as the fallibility of 
Scripture, the larger hope, no hell, Jesus 
Christ our example only and :iot our sub- 
stitute-, as being samples of tho work of 
thn wicked ono and not of the spirit of 
God. 


11. "And thn Lord blessed Obed-edom 


and all his household." This is the record 
concerning the home whore the ark rested . 
for three months. When the Lord Jesus 
is honestly and simply received into tho 
heart, such a ono becomes a, child of God 
(John i, 12) and is blessed with nil spiritual 
blessings in Christ (Eph. i, 3), mrido a 
partaker of the Divine nature, and also of 
tlio plory to bo revealed (I Pot. v, 1; II 
Pet. i, 1). Apart from God there is no 
blessing, lint "Blessed is the man that 
triistotli in Him." 


li. "I):ivid went and brought tip tho 


ark of God from tho house of Obed-edom 
into the city of David with gladness." 
The children of tho Invites bare tho nrk of 
God upon their shoulders, with tho staves 
thereon, as Moses commanded, according 
to the word of the Lord. This was "after 
tho due order" (I Chron. xv, 13, 15), b-it 
the former proceeding, which caused tho 
trouble, had no authority in thecommands 
of God, thonch it may Imvc been .seemingly 
more expedient than sanctifying the Lo- 
vites to their wcrk. We now rend of burnt 


i-rinus and pence offerings unto {bo 


Lord and of the blessing of tho Lord upon 
the people. All is well when we are in 
Christ and walk in fellowship with Him.

A BREftK FOR LIBERTY. 


Story of an Escape From 


the French Penal Col- 


ony In Guiana. 


A few weeks ago M. Cochefert, chief of 


the detective service in Paris, rveeived a 
visit from a man of small stature, poorly 
clad and horribly emaciated, who addressed 
him to tho following effect: 


"ll>eg you will place mo under arrest. 


Otherwise I shall have to commit some of- 
fense that will compel the police to run mo 
in. 
This ought not to tie necessary, l>e- 


catise I have a right to claim the hospitality 
of a prison, Ix'ing an escaped convict from 
tho pcn^l settlement of French Guiana, 
where I was sent in September, 1886. My 
name Is Bourdet." 


M. Cochofert had him conveyed to the 


central prison, where he wrote the story of 
his evasion. 
Such i>arti) of it as could lx> 


verified were found by the authorities to bo 
correct In every detail, and he was sen- 
tenced to undergo six months' imprison- 
ment in Franco as a preliminary to being 
rent Iviek to French Guiana. 


"After a voyage of IS days packed pell- 


mell in the stifling hold of the transport," 
says Bourdet, "I arrived at Saint Jean du 
Maorni, tho convict depot of the colony. 
'It is here that I am to pass tho best yo.irs 
of my life, here that I must die. Xo; a 
thousand times no. I will not stay.' Such 
was my reflection when I first beheld tho 
place." 


Bourdet soon became fast friends with 


n powerful, daring fellow named Ueaudet, 
and together they planned to cscujx.1. It 
•was agrc\xl that the attempt should bo 
made In June on St. John's day, the feto 
day of the colony, when tho surveillance 
over the convicts would be somewhat re- 
laxed. They were to construct and embark 
upon n raft and drift with the tide to the 
opposite coast of Dutch Guiana, which, 
covered as it is with an immense extent of* 
virgin forest, full of venomous reptiles and 
•wild beasts, was regarded by the authori- 
ties of tho settlement as an impenetrable 
zone, and consequently an effectual bar to 
any attempt at escape. 


The raft was built and hidden, and on 


the eve of tho appointed day it was decided 
to let three comrades into their confidence 
••ind take them along. Their names were 
Cnuppe. Cubisolles and Mauleon. Bourdvt 
informed them that they must supply 
themselves liberally with quinine and 
•warned them that if any man neglected to 
do so his companions would refill to sup- 
ply him, and !n> must surely perish. 


Tho next day tho live accomplices 


taking wnn him me little provisions tnat 
remained. Hourdct built a raft with the 
intention of pursuing him, but the frail 
structure went to pieces in the middle of 
tha river. He had the greatest difficulty in 
Warning land again, and when he did ho 
was stark naked. He tvesune delirious 
from fever and hunger anil kept walking 
in a circle till he fell in a swoon near tha 
place \vherc ho had lauded. 


When he came to his senses, he found a 


negro kneeling liesidc him and chaflng his 
hands. The sable Good Samaritan lifted 
him Into a canoe and took him to tho vil- 
lage of the tribe. There his rescuer gavo 
him some rice and fish, and wrapping him 
in u blanket laid him on a plank, which 
served as a bed. For 15 days he lay thero, 
delirious with fever, for which the natives 
administered to him copious drafts of some 
given colored liquid. Then the fever left 
him, but ho was so weak and apathetic 
that he did not oven care to think. 


After n time, however, he got tired of 


doing nothing and one day went and sat 
Ix-sidp a nogivss who was sewing. 
Her 


•work was very clumsily done, and Bounlet 
took it from her and showed her how to 
handle the needle. She was delighted with 
his work and rn^l cd off to show it to the 
villagers. 
The next day the whole tribe 


turnixl out with work for the white stran 
ger, wtio conic -eu oeuti n:na any iMmiat 
among them, and crowded round him, ut- 
tering cries of wonder and delight while he 
stitched. 


"Among th'^e who came to the door of 


my hut to watch me work," says Hour- 
del, "was a young and pretty girl who 
never took her c> e-s off me and soon be- 
canio bold enough to embrace my face and 
hands and stroke my hair. She never canio 
empty handed, but brought inn fruits and 
other delicacie.- she thought would please 
inc. I would gladly have returned her af- 
fection, but was afraid, having road in 
some book or other that the negroes are ex- 
ceedingly jealous, and not knowing wheth- 
er they would like it 1 reluctantly steeled 
iny heart ajfiiiust her.'1 


Bounlet regrets now that ho did not re- 


spond to her advances, for instead of being 
in a French pri-on he might have lived 
IKi-u-efully and happily with his dusky 
Juliet, and perhaps have become chief of 
the tribe. 
This, however, was not to be. 


A few days later some Aiutmites passed 
by. Bourdet, who had served in the army 
in Tonkin, knew a 1't'le of their language 
and told his story to the cadi of the band, 
who promised to carry him off the same 
night and convey him to a Dutch planta- 
tion where the- Kind was employed. The 
caul kept his promise, hut Hminlet hud 
scarcely embarked in the Anamites' boat 
ere the river \v;i.s covered with the canoes 
of the. negroes, who wen: carrying lighted 
torches. The caidran hi* l«sit into a creek, 
when: it remained hidden till the canoes 
disnutx'.'ired.

launched the raft and embarked with their 
provision bug and Cabers they had pro- 
cured. As good luck would have it, tho 
min was coming down in such torrents 
that it was impossible for any one to see 
beyond a few y.irds from the bank.

worn out, and, plunging Into the forest, 
reposed thero for the night. 


The next morning Cubisollcs. who had 


neglected to provide himself with quinine, 
was found shivering with fever on tho 
ground and unable to rise. Ito got no 
sympathy from his companions. "You 
were warned," they told him. "You were 
too stingy to buy quinine, and you will 
get none from us." A hurried consulta- 
tion was held, and Cubisolles was loft to 
his fate. Ho must have died where he lay, 
for nothing was ever heard uf him by the 
authorities, although had he Ix-en able ho 
might easily have made his way Ixick to 
the penitent iary. 


The fugitives continued their march 


through tho forest, and each day brought 
its incident. 
At one place they found the

GERMINATION OF NUTS. 


Those of Cold Countries Retain Their Vi- 


tality for Ulany Yr»rs. 


It is a very common notion in the 


north that nuts—butternuts, for in- 
stance—will not grow until they are 
fro/en, and that this freezing is neces- 
sary to open their shells. 
A moment's 


thought ought to recall tho fact that 
many of the hardest-shelled nuts are 
native to regions where, free/ing is un- 
known 
As for our northern nuts, 


they drop with or before the foliage of 
the trees which bear them; and in the 
still air of the forestor grove tho snow 
lies level, while tho dead leaves, with 
the snow, constitute, even here In 
northern Vermont nnd adjoining Can- 
ada, one of the roost perfectly frost- 
proof coverings, habitually made use 
of In our gardens to protect our half- 
hardy nnd tender plants In winter. 


Some—indeed, I think many, if not 


all our northern nuts—retain their vi- 
tality, under favorable conditions, for 
many j'oars. Having last spring a cnll 
for a lot of young butternut trees, I 
planted n considerable quantity of 
nuts which had bocnkopt in a shed lot 
for four or five years 
Everj nut veg- 


etated, and they all made a growth of 
from ten to twelve inches during- the 
season. These nuts have unquestion- 
ably been subjected to a temperature 
far below zero every winter since they 
were gathered, but none of their shells 
were cracked or loosened 
I do not 


think their vitality would have been 
preserved had this occurred 


So far as my observation and expe- 


rience have yet extended, in reference 
to the vitality of nuts (and these cover 
a considerable extent of territory— 
fiom Canada to Tennessee), thoy rare- 
ly vegetate extensively near the trees 
from which the,- fall 
Pernaps this is 


chiefly due to the activity of lojs and 
squirrels 
in harvesting 
the crop. 


VMicrc the treei stand closely there 
maj' may also be a lack of sun-force 
to start germination 
If it. were not 


for its rough shell the butternut would 
have a very extuiisive sale, for in 
quality it is decidedly superior to tho 
so-called English walnut, and it will 
endurp a much colder climate —Gar- 
den and Forest.
